Wins Divorce Under Old Law. 


Judge Martin, of Norfolk, Va., de-. 
cided the hotly-contested divorce ac- 
tion of Mrs. Jennie E. Haynor, now of 
Allentown, Pa., against.

A great deal depends upon the be- 
singing. Notice the runners at the 
games. The signal to start has been 
given—they are off with a dash. If 
there is one who has failed to make a 
good start his chances to win are-few. 
So with the Christian. Not all, but a 
great deal depends upon a good be- 
ginning—a beginning with determin- | 
ation and decision. Keep the object. 
of the race before you’ and’ allow 
nothing to hinder you in-the course. 

We need more men to-day, who, 
like the Reformer of the Church, 
stand firm upon their convictions. 
Had he not decided with so much de- 
termination that the church needed 
cleansing, had he not stood so firmly? 
at- Worms before the papal prelates 
and declared, “‘Here I stand. I cannot 
do otherwise, God help me,” his mis- 
sion might have failed and his effort 
spent in vain. Set about any task‘lan- 
guidly, half heartedly and failure is 
inevitable. When General Grant de- 
termined that the course he was 
about to pursue was the proper one, 
and said, “I’shall fight it out along 
these lines if it takes all summer,” . 
his battles were half won. So is the- 
life of a Christian. Confess Christ, 
not half heartedly, not weakly, but 
with determination that come what 
will you will always be a faithful fol- 
lower. This is essential; make a 
good start/*and- having started, con- 
centrate all effort. ‘‘This one thing 
I do,” says Saint Paul. “I press to- 
ward the mark.” Concentration, like 
decision, is essential to success. The 
difference bétween the amateur and 
the artist is that the one pursues his 
art only occasionally and subordinate- . 
ly, the other continuously and prima- 
rily. There are too many amateurs 
among Christians, too many who are 
religious only spasmodically. Make 
your Christian life your highest aim. 
It does not demand that you remove 
yourself to a monastery or a cloister 
or wander alone in the wilderness. It 
does not need to interfere with the 
legitimate aims of life, but in them all 
we may be striving for the one end— 
to mold our lives that we may please 
Him. Concentrate your effort: it is 
very essential that you should run 
with all your speed. How ridiculous 
a sluggard would have appeared 
lounging ‘about the aneient Stadium,- 
professing to be a runner, but never, 
progressing beyond the starting point. 
Why shall he enter the race if he does 
not determine to run and run hard? 

‘The secret lies in filling our lives 
with good acts that we have no room 
for evil. ‘Walk in the spirit and ye 
shall not fulfill the lusts of the flesh.” 
Ours is a positive life, a life of creat- 
ing new desires rather than the 
crushing of old.ones, It. must be a- 
life of-progress. 

It is also essential that one keep to 
the course. To leave it may demand 
a return to the starting point. The 
prodigal son had traveled far from 
home, but he had left the eourse and 
had to plod wearily back to his fath- 
er’s home step by step. It is not diffi- 
cult to-know the course. The first 
Victor has gone before us and we 
need only follow Him. The Word 
enlightens the way for ‘us... The chief 
requirement is that we obey it. ;

-breakfast, and -beer again for éarly' 
lunch; with beer twenty cents, and 
bologna five cents, for midday lunch:

cents for supper; and a continual beer 
and cracker feast for the-entire family 
till bed hours. A fair share of the 
poor children are fed on free iunch in 
easy-reach on counters of saloons, 
where parents send them for their 
beWerage.

Every war,’of course, brings new 
experiences, but even in times of 
peace the drill ground or the man- 
euvre field may furnish data for this 
importafit branch of the art of war. 

After any war it generally takes a 
long time pefore the views of author- 
ities become crystallized, consequent- 
ly it is well to consider these views 
from time to time in order to remain 
always up to date in our conceptions. 

The great improvements effec‘ed 
in the modern military rifle naturally 
bring up the question of rapidity of 
fire, its advantayes and disadvant- 
ages. How great the rapidity of fire 
may be without Idss of accuracy of 
| fire cannot bé determined from actual 
‘experience, because data on this sub. 
ject are entirely wanting at present. 

This rate, however, wilh depend to 
a great extent on. the training of the 
particular troops considered: it will 
-be greater for the troops at the-firing 
school than for the ordinary troops- 
of the army; and it will no doubt be 
greater in time of peace than in act- 
ual war. It will also be affected by 
ether circumstances, such as the 
character ofthe light on the target 
as well as the-size and distinctness of 
the latter, the physical condition of 
the troops, whether they are tired or 
not, as well as their mode of. firing, 
whether Kneeling or lying down, 
since thé same troops tan always fire 
faster kneeling. Ys 

But even with wery difficult tar- 
gets it is now an accepted principle 
that the rapidity-of fire shall not fall 
below three shots a minute. How- 
ever, this applies only to such phases 
of the battle ‘in which it.is designed 
to attack and defeat the enemy, and 
not to those cases where it is merely 
intended to keep. him occupied. 

The improvement in firearms and 
in the training of our soldiers have 
warranted this great increase in the 
rapidity of fire. Nevertheless, some 
authorities dare ‘still opposed to it. 
On this subject. the German author- 
ity, Lieutenant-Jeneral Rohne, says:

Cow Rations. 


A correspondent from Edgar Coun- 
ty, Illinois, says that he has plenty 


{of clover hay, corn meal, wheat bran 


and middlings,-and wants a daily 
cow ration for his twelve cows. A 
good daily ration feeding three times 
a day would be in quantity for each 
cow, all the clover hay it will eat 
up clean, and by weight equal parts 
of middlings and bran mixed with 
two. pounds of corn meal, feeding a 
pound of this to each cow in the pro- 
portion of a pound for three pounds 
of milk each gives. It is always best 
to apportion concentrates in propor- 
tion to the amount of milk, and there- 
fore different cows require different 
amounts of these concentrated feeds, 
though each should have all the 
clover hay it will eat.—Indiana

Feeding For Butter Making. 

A good English dairy authority saye 
that to a small extent rich fatty foods 
add to the butter fat content of the 
milk, but only by supplying materia) 


which the cow is ready to make- 


cream of, as cows ‘naturally giving 
poor milk will lay this fat on thei: 
backs, and it is probably useless te 
try to make a bad cow give riche 
milk. If it were not for this, it woul¢ 
seem—somewHat meaningless to de 
scribe certain foods. as butter-produc 
ers or less suitable for butter making 
than for milk-producing,*though the 
foods ,areé all’ useful for the latter 
Purpose also. Peas and rye, for in- 
stance, are apt to make the butter 
hard, and so we find them classed as 
third-rate butter foods in Denmark, 
though both of them are useful as 
milk foods. 

/ Butter making is so well under. 
stood in Denmark that it is interest- 
ing to see in what estimation difter- 
ent foods are held for this purpose. 
Rape cake, oats, and wheat bran are 
held in the highest estimation; cotton 
cake, barley, and palm nut cake’ come 
next, peas and rye ranking last, It 


will be noticed that the best: foods * 
exéepting : 


are highly nitrogenous, 
rape cake, and not particularly rich 
in fat, the second-class foods being 
superior in this respect.

Must Be a Good Milker, 


For, a cow to be worth keeping in 
a dairy .herd she must produce 
enough milk above the cost of het 
feed to pay a good income on the in- 
vestment, She-must do even more 
than this. There are.a great many 
‘cows that are mere boarders, and 


when the test is applied it is found - 


that so far as profit is concerned they 
are worthless, and -profit is the only 
object in-view. 

Why one cow will subsist on the 
same feed as another and yet give 
| twice as much milk is a mystery that 
has not yet been solved. The cow is 
a machine to take in grain, hay, fod- 
der, etc., and out of this to manufac- 
ture milk.. The feed is her raw ma- 
, terial, and she is the best cow which 


can take this feed and from it give — 


the greatest return, She, of course, 
can give back only what is first sup- 
plied te her in a different form, but 
it is a characteristic of some cows 
to get out of the feed all the milk_ 
available while with others half of 
it is wasted.

HUNTED TURKEYS FOR LIVING. 


Henry Garis and Bill Tilghman. ia 
the ’70s and early ’80s supplied the 
Northern and Eastern markets with 
deer and wild turkeys. In time they 
dealt mostly in turkeys, for the rea- 
- gon that a deer, usually weighing 
more than 100 pounds, brought only 
$5 a carcass, while turkeys, averaging 
from teri to twelve pounds each, al- 
ways sold readily at $1 apiece. 

“Tt was our rule,” Garis said, “nev- 
er to fire into a drove of turkeys in 
daylight, as to do so would frighten 

‘them and cause them to leave that 
part of the country. The result of 
this kind of hunting was that we al- 
ways had an. abundance of turkeys 
within reach-—we often rode within 
forty feet of a big drove of turkeys 
without their taking flight. 

_ “Dersons who never hunted in the 

Southwest in the eld days scarcely 

can ‘magine the enormous number of 

jurkeys that ranged the country. I 

yelieve the greatest turkey range ®on | 

earth: was in what. we called the Red 

Hill country, now embraced in Woods, 

Majors and Alfalfa counties, Oklaho- 

ma. I have seen ten and twelve acres 

at a time black with turkeys; actual- 
ly the ground itself seemed to be 
alive. After the turkeys had passed 
their scraiching made the ground 
look as if it had been gone over wi 

rakes. The turkeys fed on small 
acorns and often flew into the hack- 

-berry trees for berries, their weight 

stripping the trees of their smaller 

limbs. I know of one gobbler sold at 

Dodge City that weighed forty-five 

pounds, and we killed many that 

weighed thirty-five or forty pounds. 

“The worst scare I ever got in the 
west country was while hunting tur- 
keys one night, even though we had 
an occasional brush with the Chey- 
enne Indians. Tilghman, and, I, 
though partners, always hunted alone. 
We started out one nigit in search of 
a roost, Tilghman going down a big 
canon, while I went up the canon. 
Our reconnoitring finally led both of 
us into a heavily timbered creek bot- 

.tom. Each was. moving stealithily 

along with gun cocked, taking a step 

at a time, doing our best to penetrate 
the darkness and locate turkeys on! 
their roost. 

“Th wind was blowing from the 
south and it was difficult to hear ‘foot- 
steps or the breaking of twigs. Sud-- 
“denly we backed squarely into each 
other in the darkness, neither sus- 
pecting the presence of the other. I 
am confident that I jumped ten feet 
into the air, my hair on end and my], 
finger on the trigger of my gun. ’ By

Which the Commission Upholds 
Commissioner Harlan’s Opinion.~ ° 


Washington,‘ D, C—In an order 
just issued by the interstate ¢om- 
Merce ‘commission, in which the com- 
mission, by~ unanimous. action, .up- 
holds the opinion of Commissioner 
James S. Harlan in the case cf Ber- 
nard Eschner vs. the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company et al., the principle 
of the mileage ticket exchange regu- 
lation now in effect on the ra‘lroads 
in the southeast is upheld, The order 


| is of great importance to railroads is- 


suing interchangeable mileage tickets 
and to purchasers of such tickets: 

In this crder the commission says: 

“The right to use exchange orders 
and mileage tickets is in the nature*of 
a privilege voluntarily accorded’ by 
carriers under their tariffs, and must 
be accepted by those who use. such 


special fares with all lawful and non- 


discriminatory limitations that may be 
attached’to them.” vr 

Three important points made by 
the commission are that the issuance 
cf mileage tickets is inno sense cOm- 
pulsory, but is permissible and volun- 
tary on the part of-the carriers, that 
purchasers of mileage tickets may not 
lawfully be constituted into a special. 
class, but must come, under the gen- 
eral law common to ail passengers, 
and that purchasers of mileage tickets 
are bound by the lawful Saad feat- 
ures of that form of, reduced rate 
transportation. ~~. ee 

Thé commission goes so-far)as;to 
hold that purchasers of spgeial re- 
duced rate transportation, such as 
mileage tickets, have no legal right to 
demand the same privileges and ad- 
vantages ‘that are accorded to a pas- 
senger whe has paid the regular fare 
at a higher rate.. The carriers have 
never gone to this exterit, but while 
making the mileage ticket regulation 
for their protection, have afforded the 
same privileges and advantages to the 


|-purchasers of mileagé tickets as are 


given to purchasers of other forms of 
transportaticn, ’ 

This order of the commission sup- 
ports the views of state railroad com-

For Bureau is to provide such scien- 
of Mines. tific inquiries and inves- 
tigations as will aid in 
making mining less wasteful of life 
and resources. ‘ One of the principal 
duties of the new bureau will be to 
discover the various causes of each 
type of mine accidents and the best 
preventive measures, to aid in the de- 
velopment of a uniform code of sig- 
nals for use in mine operations, etc. 
The bureau will also collect data con- 
cerning the best practices/for safe'and 
efficient mining followed in other 
countries.

Determine Vitality of Seed Corn. 


There” is serious danger that this 
year’s corn crop wiltve limited by a 
poor stand of plants. 3 

Many growers will be compelled td 
buy seed. In such case do not risk 
purchases from a different latitude. 
If good seed of a productive’ variety 
cannot be bought near home, then. 
make sure that-the seed has been’ 
grown in a section having a similar 
growing season, advises a writer in 
National - Stockman and Farmer. 
Even if the corn is sold as tested seed 


buy early enough to enable you to’ 


make a test for yourself before plant- 
ing. 

The first thing to do is to test. the 
corn that one is planning to use. It. 
will pay to do this right. ake some 
boxes three inches deep and, say, 
eighteen inches square. -Partly fill 
with sawdust or any othe: material 
that will hold moisture. Place on 
this a square of -muslin that; is 
marked’ in one inch squares and 
numbered, On each square place four 
kernels of corn takén from different 
parts of the ear, one square for each 
ear that is to be tested. Give thévear 
the same number as the square by 
writing the number on a slip of paper 
and tying it around the ear. Cover 
the corn in a box with a pad that 
will hold the moisture, and keep the 
box in a warm room. Select. for 


planting only the ears whose kernels 


have-- shown strong germinating 
power. .If one kernel_in four fails to 
germinate, or if the germination 1s 
slow and weak, reject: the ear. =e 
task of-testing is not nearly. feat |. :

Putting Them on Récord. 

The Alabama Good Roads Conven- 
tion, in session at Montgomery, in- 
vited the candidates for Governor 
and Liéeutenant-Governor to declare 
themselves with respect to the move- 
ment for improved highways.

The people of Alabama recently 
adopted a constitutional amendment 
providing that the excess money from 
the hire of State convicts be expended 
on the roads.

PRICES RISE 49.2‘PER CENT \. 


March Figures Show This Increase 
Since 1897—Advance Has 
Been Constant. 


Washington—Beginning. with ‘ Sep- 
tember, 1908, there has been a month- 
ly increase in wholesale prices, with- 
out ‘a break, up to March; 1910, and 
during the latter month the ces 
were higher than at any time in the 
preceding 20 years, -gecording to a 
Teport which has just been issued by 
the bureau of labor. 

The report is based upon an invaati- 
gation of 257 -obmmodities, and says 
‘that the wholesale prices during 
March of the current year: were 7.5 
per cent higher than in’ March, 1909, 
10.2 per cent higher than in August, 
1908, 21.1 per cent higher than the 
average yearly price of 1900, 49.2 per 
cent higher than the average yearly 
price of 1897, and 33.8 per cent high- 
ef than the average price for the 10 
years 1890 to 1899.” ‘s 

Of the 267 articles investigated, 125 
showed an increase-in_ the average 
price of 1906, as compared with 1908, 
31 showed no change, and 101 showed 
a decrease.

Washington; D. C—The Treasury 
Department has taken steps to in- 
crease the supply of small bills, for 
which there always is a heavy demand 
during the fall months of the year.

Rome, Italy\—Misfortune seems to 
have chosen Italy as a target. While 
the south has been afflicted by an 
earthquake, the vast region of Sar- 
dinia, the largest island in the Medi- 
terranean after Sicily; was ravaged 
by a violent cyclone. The districts 
of Lanusei, Tortoli, Ilbono, Elini and 
Jerzu have been devastated, and the 
crops, vineyards and cattle destroyed. 
It is believed that many shepherds 
have followed the fate of their flocks. 
The damage in Sardinia is estimated 
at. $2,000,000. 

Great apprehension has been caused 
again by’seismic disturbances, the of- 
ficial reports showing that the zone 
affected by the earthquake shocks is 


-|@ vast one, embracing ptactically the 


whole of Southern Italy, as well as a 
portion of Tuscany, and Venetia to 
the north. But the district where 
serious damage occurred only extends 
about_50 miles around ‘Mount Vu!ture, 
which, is an extinct volcano near the 
town/of Calitri, in the provence of 
Avellino. ‘ 


Government to the Rescue. 


This region has suffered much in 
the past from earthquakes and in 
1851 800 pérsons were killed. The 
numberof casualties resulting from 
the earthquake has not yet been de: 
finitely ascertained, some of the re- 
ports estimating the dead at. fifty and 
the injured at several hundred. It is 
feared that there are many buried. in 
the ruins of the houses which were 
thrown dewWn in Calitri, while great 
damage was done at other places with 
doubtless a considerable loss of life. 

The governmeht has taken hold of 
the situation with promptitude, and 
although the earthquake occurred dur- 
ing the night it was-not long before 
the military and‘civil authorities were 
hard at work rendering aid to’ the in- 
jured and preparing places of shelter 
for the homélese. - . . 

Premiér Luzzatti received word of 
the disaster and he at once communi- 
cated the news to the kihg. The lat- 
ter decided to leave itmmediately for 
the district.

Ex-Président’s Romanes Lecture is 
Greeted With Enthusiastic 
Applause. 


Oxford, England—Oxford after an- 


address by Theodore Roosevelt has 
conferred on him the honorary degree 
of. doctor of civil law. Mr. Roose- 
velt’s reception surpassed in enthu- 
siasm anything within the memory of 
the o'dest Oxonian. 

“The colonel’s Romanes lecture 
Which dea't with “Biological Anal- 
ogies in History,” proved to be a pow- 
erful exposition of all the “strange 
anologies,” as the lecturer ex- 
pressed it, “in'’ the phenomena of. 
life and death, of birth, growth and 
change, between those physical groups 
of animal life which we designate as 
species, forms, races, and the highly 
complex ahd composite entities which 
rise’ before our minds when we speak 
f nations and civilizations.” 

Towards tite close, however, Mr. 
Rooosevelt’s voice fai'ed, and he was 
obliged to leave undelivered a portion 
of his prepared lecture. But before 
he withdrew the former president had 
won the great audience by h vigor- 
ous utterances and forceful gestures, 
being cheered repeatedly at various 
stages of his speech, Even the solemn 
red-robed Dons stood up and joined in 
the loud hurrahs. 

Colonel Roosevelt made the point 
that the chief danger to both England 
and America lay within rather than 
without and he arraigned in a way the 
privileged class of both nations.

New York—At a time when the 
heads of some railroads were announc-

New York—With the guns ‘of two 
orts and a battleship booming qut a 
presidential salute, Theodore " Ropve- 
velt came into his home port after an. 
absence of 15 months, during. which 
he journeyed more than 26,000 miles. 

He received a weleome such as no 
other private citizen has been votich- 
safed in America. City, state and 
nation united to do him honor, while 
Rough Riders whooped their joy and 
everyone’cheered to the best of their 
ability. 

The weather, which had been rainy 
during the night, with his vessel, the 
Hamburg-American liner Kaiserin Au- 
guste Victoria, slowly poking her nose 
through a dense fog, cleared early in 
the day and the bright sun shone 
through a thin haze, assuring complete 
success of the great pageant prepared 
for the wanderer. 

People from all of the 46 statés join- 
ed in the greeting to. Mr.’ Roosevelt, 
who took part in. an imposing marine 
display and parade through the Streets 
of New York. , 

Immediatély after landing he pleg- 
ed himself to put his shoulder to the 
wheel and help solve the problems that 
confront the United States. He ut- 
tered no word as to whether he would 
support the administration or the in- 
surgents in congress; 

The welcome to Mr. Roosevelt was 
extended to him while he was still on 
the water. That cf the city was given 
when the ex-president landed at the 
Battery after the marine parade in 
which he took part on the revenue 
cutter Androscoggin. 

The formal reception at the Battery 
was imposing. With tens of thou- 
sands cheering, Mayor Gaynor was.es- 
corted there by a squad of 90 mount- 
ed police, one of whom carried the 
mayor’s flag. :

When the vote was reached there 
was a division on the senate substi- 
tute for the house bill, but with that 
amendment accepted, the senate voted 
solidly for he passage of the bill. The 
senate substitute was adopted as an 
amendment to the house measure by 
a strictly party vote, the ballot stand- 
ind 42 to 19. ’ 

As passed the bill would: provide

.Under the mask of protection to 
American labor the Republican party 
has taxed the necessaries of life -for 
the benefit of corporate trusts.

Report of Couletence Committee Laid 
\ Before Senate and House. 


SOME NOTABLE CHANGES 


Commission May Suspend Rates Ten 
Months—Injunction Amended. 


‘Washington, D. C.—The conference 
report on the administration railroad 
bilh was presented to the senate by 
Chairman Elkins of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Inter-State Commerce. It 
represented one week’s work by con- 
ferees of the senate and house in an 
effort to harmonize the differences in 
the bills passed by the two branches 
of ¢ongress. 

As finally perfected by the con- 
ferees the bill carries most of the feat- 
ures of the original administration 
measure except the actions to permit 
railroads to make pooling agreements, 
to authorize the government to regu- 
late the issuance of stocks and bonds 
and to permit a railroad to purchase 
the remaining stock of another line in 
which it already controls 50 per cent 
of the stock. 

In the place of the house provision 
the conferees incorporated. a provision 
authorizing the president to appoint a 
commission to investigate guestions 
pertaining to the issuance of stocks 
and bonds by railroads. Expendi- 
tures by the commission are limited 
to $25,000 and it was not given author- 
ity to summon witnesses or to compel 
the production of books and papers. 
No time was_fixed for the muking of a 
report. a 

The bill as perfected, therefore, and 
as likely to become law, would create 
a commerce court composed of five 
judges, the first of whom are to be 
selected by the president, and there- 
after by the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. This court will have 
jurisdiction over all suits brought to 
enforce or set aside orders of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. In 
other words, it would centralize the 
existing authority and jurisdiction of 


circuit courts in matters affecting in-- 


4 


ter-state commerce. 
Extension of Power. 


Other sections would enlarge the 
power of the commission over railroad 
regulations and practices and place 
under the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion, telegraph, telephone and cable 
companies, whether wire or wireless 
and would broaden the scope of the 
word railroad so as to extend the 
jurisdiction of the commission over 
bridges, ferries and terminal facilities. 
This extension of power is regarded as 
of the utmost importance. 

General provisions are made affect- 
ing railroads to compel them to fur- 
nish rates upon application and to au- 
thorize the commission to institute in- 
quiries on its own motion. By provi- 
sions adopted by the house and re- 
tained by the conferees the scope of 
the commission to make regulations 
was enlarged. It also provided that 
a consignor of freight shall have the 
right to designate by which of two 
or more through routes his property 
shall be transported to destination. 

The new court will be known as the 
Commerce Court as provided by the 
house, instead of the Court of Com- 
merce as desired by the senate.

Washington, D. C.—Canadian au

In Cabinet

LABOR HAS THE 


Election by Which Néw Regime Came 
Into Power Was a Landslide—One 
of Causes Was State Playing Into 

- Hands of Coal Trust During Strike.

Melbourne, Australia—The mine 
boy who could keep sweet tempered, 
the miner would could be an “agita- 
tor” without fuming and ranting, the 
labor leader who could smile as he 
worked—this is Andrew Fisher, child 
slave in the coal pits of Aryshire, 
Scotland, and now prime minister of 
Australia- 

Never before in the history, of the 
world has a great nation of people 
been asbolutely governed by the la- 
boring men. But this is the condi- 
tion in Australia in the year 1910. 
Labor, politically organized, com- 
pletely controls the government. 

The cabinet-is not filled with law- 
yers, much less corporation lawyers. 
There’s just one member of the bar 
in the ministry, W. M. Hughes, attor- 
ney-general, but he is a lawyer for 
working people and not for capital- 
sists. Andrew Fisher, the prime min- 
ister, is a mine worker. E. J. Bach- 
elor, minister of foreign affairs, is a 
metal worker. Josiah Thomas, post- 
master-general is a miner. Senator 
Pearce, minister for defense, is a car- 
penter. F. C. Tudor, a hatmaker, is 
minister of trade and customs. King 
O’MaHey, a newspaper reporter, is 
minister of home affairs. Senator 
McGregor, vice chairman of the na- 
tional council, is a day laborer. a: 

_ Among the causes of the political 
revolution are the action of the state 
governmen: in New South Wales in 
playing irito the hands of the coal 
trust during the great strike, when it 
enacted a law outlawing strikes and 
boycotts; the reckless extravagance of 
the Deakin administration, and its re- 
fusal to enact progressive legislation 
which. had been. promised to the- 
working people; sham tariff fights to 
distract the attention of the workers 
from their grievances; the growth of 
trusts and tax dodging by the rich. 

The people smashed “states’ rights” 
at the same time, in a referendum, by 


_| voting to nationalize state debts, and 


centralizing the public financial power 
in the national government. This is 
the entering wedge to make the fed- 

| eral power dominant and the states 
subordinate. 

There is no one-man rule-in the 
new Australian scheme of things. In 
the United States the president ap- 
points the cabinet and the speaker (or 
a packed committee) selects congres- 
sional committees. Here cabinet of- 
ficers and the speakers of houses and 
committeemen are selected by ballot. 

The curse ‘of Australia has been 
the ownership of great tracts of land 
by individual owners. Many of the 
greatest holdings are in the hands of 
men who live in England and’ have 

| mever seen their land. - 

The single tax has been invoked to 
cure this evil. Landis taxed at its 
real value and -idle land taxed just as 
land in use is. Improvements are not 
taxed. The result will be to break up 
the great estat.s into small farms and 
to freé opportunity for labor and in- 
dustry to united with nature’s bounty 
in supplying food, clothes and luxur 
for mankind. ; 

The new labor government comes _ 
into power finding a four and a half ” 
million dollar deficit, but the land tax 
is expected to make short work of 
that. s 

Australia has its trusts, too. The.

Bullet Entered. Bones of Face During 
. Early Part of War, and Was Ta- 
oad ‘een. Out By .a Surgeon Wednes- 
y > 


Under the above caption we ‘clip 
from the Advertiser of last Thurstlay 
an account of a very delicate opera- 
tion which was undergone by one of 
Every one 
in the county perhaps knows this ven- 
érable gentleman, ‘He is the father 
of “Judge L, ‘H. Reynolds and of Mr: 
C. W. Reynolds, of Clanton, and of 
several other children located in dif. 
ferent parts of the county. 

The wonder is that the _ patient 
stood the suffering.so long and so 
patiently. ‘It has beech “nearly ‘half a 
-pcentury since that bullet was  im- 
bedded in the facial bones of this old 
veteran. 

Reports fro his home within the 
past day or two state tliat he is do-| 


ing nicely and ‘suffering but little in-' 


convenience from the operation. _ 

An -extremely< delicate operation 
was performed Wednesday afternoon 
a minie 
ball, weighing two and _ one-half 
ounces, was taken from the facial 
bones* of W. Joe Reynolds, of Jemi- 
son. The operation lasted Half, an 
hour, requiring all the strength of 
the operating stirgeon to extract the 
ball. from the. bones Covering the 
front brain. , 

Mr. Reynolds énlisted in the Con- 
federate Army from ‘T'uskegee in 
1862, joining the 45th-Alabama Reg- 
iment, Company K. He was wound- 
ed at the battle of Perryville, Ky., 
on October 8, 1862. In the. fight, Mr. 
‘Reynolds’ received the “tninie ball in 
the right eye, and thought that he 
had been hit. by part of a shell. The 
wourtd seemed to heal,and until re- 
cently gave him no trouble. 

Lately Mr. Reynolds «has been 
greatly worried by pain-in the right 
side of his face, and he came - to 
Montgomery to have the old wound 
examined.

Goubt afterward regretted having 
written. Sometimes they said ‘De- 
stroy this;’ sometimes they didn’t. 
Anyhow, John Ware had kept most 
of. those incriminating letters. But 
now he was getting old he had seen 
what harm might result from those 
letters falling into strange hands, and 
he had burned them, and had taken 
that novel way of notifying his corre- 
spondents that they were safe. 
“That talk with John Ware set me 
thinking. ‘The first thing I did when 
I got back to New York was to burn 
a batch of-letters.”—From the New 
York Sun.

Presbyterian 
chuseh, preached the second sermon 
in a series of three on I. Corinthians 
13:18: “Now. abideth Faith, Hope. 
Love, these three, but the greatest of 
these is Love. rae The su last 
night was “Hope.”” Mr. Adams said: 

The ‘man who. wrote’ these words 
practiced what he preached. It was 
he who. said: “Brethren, be’ ye fol- 
lowers together of me.” Whenever 
he pointed up the steep slopes of 
duty he-was ready to jump into the 
Jead and show the way. He was the 
first to lay himself. upon the altar 
when he énjoined upon others the 
duty of sacrifice. He never slum- 
bered while others were on the 
bridge; he never stopped to rest 
while others were on the march. 
Men had not only the enlightenment 
of his counsel, they had the energy 
of his conduct; not only the illum- 
ination of exegesis,.but the inspira- 
tion of example. Great as was his 
preaching, the , practical illustration 
in his own lif2 of the things he urges 
upon others is still greater.. Unlike 
the modern general who, from the 
distance of miles, perhaps upon some 
eminence, from which he surveys the 
entire field of battle, mobilizés and 
moves his men by.semaphore, aide or 
telephone; himself far removed from 
danger of shrapnel or Mauser, Paul 
never sounded the charge that he did 
not plunge into the thickest of the 
fight, Did he preach Christ as the 
ultimate. ideal and goal for which 
men should strive? Of himself he 
says: ‘“‘Not as though I had already 
attained’ . But one thing 1 
do—I press toward the mark for the 
prize.”’ 

We. are not surprised, then, .to 
find in him the apostle of hope. 
When he places it among the graces, 
he does so because it had graced his 
own life. He can urge ‘upon others 
the duty and privilege of optimism 
because he knows what it is to glory 
in his own infirmities, and count all 
worldy losses as gains. He ever 
walks with’ buoyant and springy 
step. With him the shadows never 
lengthen and the night never deep- 
ens, it is always day. He walks in 
the light; he isa child of light; he 
rejoices in tribulation, and through 
its leaden skies the star of hope ever 
shines. 

Hope is defined as the desire of 
some good, accompanied with an ex- 
pectation of attaining it, or a belief 
that it is obtainable. It is more than 
an emotion, therefore, or a wish, or a 
desire; it is a confidence, an expecta- 
tion; it almost reaches the stage of 
conviction. It is the. philosophy of 
optimism, and’ as such it abides and 
deserves to abide. We are told that 
travelers in the Alps, standing upon 
the “‘middle ground,” see, beneath 
them, the shadows and valleys and 
darkly flowing river, and above them 
the snow-elad heights on which the 
sun rests long after the valley be- 
neath is in the grip of the night. At 


one time, then, it is possible to look | 


down into the shadows or up into the 
sunshine. Pessimism is the philoso- 
phy of the downward 106k; hope lifts 
its eyes unto the hills from whence 
cometh man’s help; and believes that 
the best and not the worst is yet to 
‘come, 

David -was. an optimist. In the 
Forty-second Psalm ‘he is facing .a 
crisis. 
ground. He must either descend or 
ascend; it is the abyss or the moun- 
tain top. .And so, he lays hold upon 
the one refuge from pessimism and 
despair, and ‘calls upon his soul to 
hope. “Why art thou cast down. O 
my soul?- And why art thou dis- 
quieted. within me? Hope thou in 
God. for I shall yet praise Him for 
the health of His countenance.” 
Hope abides because it is the sur- 
vival of the fittest. Despondency un- 
fits, humbles, dethrones, It saps the 
very strength ‘from manhood. Fran- 
ces H. Burnett in “'The Shuttle.’ 
gives us the picture of the English 
Jord, sitting hour after hour, hold- 
ing ‘the wasted hand of one of his 
common laborers, who. is stricken 
with typhoid fever, and calling back 
through the power of hope the life 
that had almost gone out despair.

There 
is no influenee more blighting-in all 
the world than that of a man who 
sedulously cultivates the philosophy 
of despair, He is nothing but a nuis- 
ance, and an infernal one at that, be- 
cause his philosophy is hell-born. He 
becomes a hinderer rather than a 
helper. He is deliberately withhold- 
ing from others, in their cares and 
burdens and sorrows, that cheer and 
courage which God has meant him to 
impart. If that alone were true, it 
would be bad enough, but. other 
things aretrue: He is not only with- 
holding; he is infecting, he is poison- 
ing. He is offending one of God’s 
little ones. He pretends to be rour 
friend, but he is drilling holes below 
the water line. He is pulling out’ the 


bricks from the wall and the rivets’ 


from the bolts: He is undermining 
the moral = weg ge ae of every one 
he meets. e is damping men’s ar- 
dor, he is chilling their enthusiasms, 
he is putting clouds into clear skies, 
because he is discounting hope. The 
further such a man keeps away from 
his fellow men the better for them. 
He has no business with them. The 
only proper place for Elijah was the 
wilderness and the juniper tree when 
he had ceased to hope. And the 
only proper place for him when new 
hope and joy had been born within 
his soul was back among the sons of 
men. When our Lord’s soul was 
troubled He was alone, the shades of 
night were about Him, His: disciples 
slept. When He spoke to other than 
God it was the message of hope: 
“Come unto Me, all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden and I will give 
you rest.” There is only one heart 
strong enough to bear the weight of 
a hopeless soul and that is the heart 
of God. He alone is the “joy of the 
comfortless, light of the straying, 
hope | of the penitent, fadeless and 
pure.”

Good Roads 
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‘+ Waterways and Good Roads. 

The custodians of the pork barrel 
in Congress, or, as they prefer to be 
known; framers of the annual rivers 
and harbors bill, have brought in a 
measure proposing to expend the com- 
ing fiscal year the sum of $52,000,- 
000 upon waterways throughout the 
, Sountry. 

Senator Burton, chairman of the 
National Waterways Commission and 

an undisputed authority, is vigorously 
fighting’ the proposition. He is 
against piecemeal work, 
place, and, what is of more impor- 
tance, he is entirely opposed to many 
ofthese iridescent and impractical 
projects. 

No level-headed man objects, per 
se, to the symmetrical improvement 
of waterways in this country. Navi- 
gable rivers and harbors are indispen- 
sable factors in the equation of trans- 
portation. We must have them if the 
development of the nation is to pro- 
ceed unimpeded. 

But legitimate waterways are one 
thing, and pork barrel projects an- 
other, and vastly different, thing. It 
is a safe bet that forty per cent. of 
this $52,000,000 is political pork, 
pure and simple, expressed in projects 
to widen impossible creeks or dredge 
hopeless harbors, neither of which 
ever can or ever will figure in either 
loeal or interstate commerce. 

If half of this year’s proposed ap- 
propriation should be diverted from 
theoretic streams and hypothetical 
harbors and spent instead on national 
good roads projects, we should exper- 
ience a national impujse toward pros- 
perity near incalculable. 

Even conceding for the sake of ar- 
gument, that every penny of this fab- 
ulous $52,000,000—about the same 
amount, by the way, thrown away in 
obsolete warships now going to the 
scrap-heap—is founded on reason, it 
would still be incumbent on Congress 
to provide at least proportionately for 
good roads. 

In their most highly developed as- 
pects, waterways can only benefit a 
fraction of America’s population. De- 
cent highways throughout the nation 
benefit every class of population, 
stimulating rural and urban develop- 
ment, lessening the exorbitant cost of 
living, increasing the national wealth, 
so that in the nearfuture the immeas- 
urable drain of such luxuries as bat- 
tleships and academic waterways will 
bear less heavily. 

It is the people’s money that Con- 
gress is frittering away to reinforce 
personal political reputations. To- 
day the people are demanding that a 
portion of the sums taken from them 
in taxes be spent upon good roads—a 
project interesting every man, woman 
and child living and yet to be born in 
this country.—Editorial in the Atlan- 
ta Constitution. 


Good Roads Vs. a Naval Scrap-Heap. 
Warships of UncleSam to the value 
of $50,735,789 are soon to go to the 
crap-heap, according toLeslie’s Week- 
ly, because in twenty years’ time they 
have grown worthless and obsolete. 

Blevén protected cruisers, three un- 
protected cruisers, ten monitors and 
a group of smaller and cheaper ves- 
sels authorized since 1883, now go to 
the naval eemetery, which means that 
more than $50,000,000 is virtually m- 
terred. Styles and patterns in war 
vessels change perennially. Should 
these once sea terrors now go against 
an ordinary enemy, they would be 
knocked into mincemeat. Other and 
more expensive types must take their 
place. . 

Suppose. half of that $50,000,000 
had been spent upon good roads 
throughout America! 

We should have had the foundation 
of a national auxiliary transportation 
system which would annually mean 
hundreds ‘ot millions of dollars to the 
farmers of this country, and to every 
class of population in this country. . 

Unlike warships, good roads do not 
deteriorate, at least not into worth- 
lessness. !

Couple Had Many Spats. Presence 
of Dentist’s Typist Said To Have 
Been Objectionable to Mrs. Crip- 
pen. 


London.—While the police authori- 
ties were exhausting their resources 
to-day hands upon Dr. Hawley H. 


‘Crippen, the American, and his wo- 


man typist, physicians were examin- 
ing the mutilated body of his wife 
with,a view of determining the man- 
ner in which the murder was done. 

The finding in the cellar of a re- 
volver gave rise to the report that 
the vaudeville artist had been shot 
before the body was battered into an 
unrecgnizable mass and buried in 
quicklime in the cellar of the Crip- 
pen home at Hilldrop Crescent, North 
London. 

It also was reported that traces of 
poison had been found by the doc- 
tors. The latter will present their . 
theories as to the cause of death at 
an inquest to be held. 

It has been a long time since a mur- 
der case in England has attracted 
such general attention. The fact that 
the murdered woman was an Ameri- 
can, as is the husband who is charg- 
ed with the crime, has spurred the 
police to unusual activity. 

The full force of Scotland Yard, un- 
der the personal direction of Super- 
intendent Forest, are making a thor- 
ough search for the fugitive doctor 
and Miss Ethel Clare Leven, that 
they believe will be successful. 

Miss Leven was employed by Dr. 
Crippen as a typist. It is stated that 
Mrs. Crippen objected ‘to the presence 
of the young woman in her husband’s 
office and that his refusal to dismiss 
her led to frequent quarrels between 
husband and wife. 

Some time after Mrs. Crippen dis- 
appeared, Miss Leven appeared in 
public with Dr. Crippen, who intro- 
duced her as his wife. To acquain- 
tances the doctor explained that his 
former wife had left him following 
a quarrel and that she had subse- 
quently died. 


AMERICAN VICTORY 
IN GERMANY. 


Prosecutor Finds Oil “Company Has 
Committed No Wrong. 


Berlin.~-The long and venomous cam- 
paign waged by German newspapers and 
rival industrial interests against one of 
the German branches of the Standard 
Oil Company—the Deutsche Vacuum 
Oil Company—just been brought to a 
victorious end for the Americans in- 
volved. 

A well known Hamburg newspaper 
for months printed such a series, of at- 


‘tacks on the “American graft methods” 


alleged to have been practiced by the 
vacuum company in the conduct of its 
German business that the public prose- 
cutor of Hamburg felt constrained to 
make an official investigation with a 

view to eventual indictments. The prose- 
eutor has now concluded his investiga 
tion, especially of the work of E. L. 
Quarles, American managet of the Ger- 
man company’s sales department, and, 
announces that no necessity exists for 
pursuing the inquiry further. 

No evidence of anything warranting, 
prosecution was found against Mr. 
Quarles, and the costs of the entire 
inquiry will be borne by the State. 

The result of the investigation con- 
stitutes a notable triumph for Ameri- 
can. interests in Germany.

Everything else having fafled, it 
was decided to put Miss Sherwood to 
the water. test, which consisted in 
tying her -hands and feet and throw-’ 
ing her overboard if the nearest lake 
‘oY river. - If she sank she was inno- 
eent; but if by her struggles she man- 
aged to keep’ afloat for a few mo- 
ments she was guilty of witchcraft. 

The full account of this trial is pre- 
served by the Virginia Historical So- 
ciety, and the last two court orders 
in the case are of interest as -mark- 
ing the close of witchcraft persecutien 
in the colonies, 

“‘Whereas,’ Grace Sherwood, being 
suspected eg witchcraft, have a Jong 
time wai for a fit opportunity for 
a further examination, and by her 
consent and approbation of ye court 
it is ordered that ye sheriff take all 
such convenient assistance of boats 
and men as shall be by him thought 
fit*to meet at Jno. Harper's planta- 


tion, in order to take ye Grace Sher- 


wood forthwith, and BUTT her into 
the water above a man’s depth and 
try her how she swims therein, al- 
ways having care of her life to pre- 
serve her from drowning, and as soon 
as she comes out that he request as 
many antient and knowing women as 
possible he can to search her carefully 
for all spottes and marks about her 
body not usual on others, and that 
as they find the same to make report 
on oath to ye truth thereof, to ye 
Court, and further it is ordered that 
some women be requested to shift 
and search her before she goes. into 
ye water, that she carry nothing 
about her to cause further suspic- 
fon.” , 

On the afternoon of July 10, 1706, 
the Court and county officers and 
populace assembled on John Harper’s 
plantation and, the arrangements be- 
ing completed Grace Sherwood was 
carried out to a nearby inlet of Lynn- 
haven Bay. The official court re- 
porter tells quaintly the rest of the 
story: ; 

“Whereas, On complaint of Luke 
Hill in behalf of Her Majesty, that 
now is against Grace/ Sherwood for 
& person suspected of witchcraft, and 
having had sundrey evidences sworn 
against her, proving manny cercum- 
stances, and which she could not 
make any excuse or little nothing to 
say in her own behalf, only seeming 
toe reply on what ye Court should do, 
and thereupon ‘consented to be tried 
in - ye water, and likewise to be 
serched againe with experiments; be- 
ing tried, and she swimming when 
therein and bound contrary to custom 
and ye judgments of all ye spectators, 
and afterwards being serched by five 
antient women who have all declared 
on oath that she is not like them; 
all of which cercumstances ye Court 
weighing in their consideration, d6 
therefore order that ye Sheriff take 
ye said Grace Sherwood into his cus- 
tody and comit her body to ye com- 
mon goal of this county, there to se- 
cure her by irons, or otherwise to re- 
main till such time as he shall be 
otherwise directed.” 

The woman was finally turned free, 
and thus ended the legal prosecution 
for witchcraft in the colony.—Chica- 
go Inter Ocean.

For the first time in the history of 
the tinplate trade.in this country ar- 
rangements: are'-being made. to rup 
the plants of the American Sheet and 
Tinplate Company this year through- 
out the midsummer months without 
the customary shut-down. The usual 
shut-down is sixty days, during the 
extremely hot weather, when it has 
always been considered a physical im- 
possibility for the crews at the rolls 
to, work sight hoursin thé excessive 
heat. 7 Ps rig inet’ 

At the ‘three trast’ tinplate plants 
at Sharon and New Castle there are 
‘being ‘installed this summer cooling 
systems, fans béing provided to drive 
refrigerated air into the rolls and 
over the platforms. where the men 
work. One system at Sharon has 
been tested and works-satisfactorily. 

“Not only will the cooling system 
prove a godsend to the workers, but 
it is claimed that the cold air will 
cool the rolls to such an extent that 
the output from one hot mill can be 
increased twenty per cent. over usual 
hot. weather. tonnage: records. 

An experimental! system: was tried 
out recently at Ellwood City,  Ind.,- 
&: nd there the output from one set oi 
rolls per. turn was speeded up from 
8000 pounds to almost 15,000 pounds 
by the cold-air method.

Missouri has a special road district 
‘raw under which by a majority. acre- 
‘age vote—one vote for each acre of 
land—good roatts may be constructed. 
‘The law provides for payment im ‘one, 


‘fiye or twenty years. In the Tatter 
revent the’ road can be paid for in 
yearly installments of interest and 
principal, amounting to a cost each 
‘year of from ‘twelve to twenty-five 
‘cents for each acre. 2 

With a law so favorable for tre im- 
*~provement of roads it might reason- 
ably be supposed that there had been 
‘a large amount of highway work done 
under its provisions. Such, it :ap- 
| pears, has not been the case although 
| the law has been in effect for many 
years. <A correspondent of the Kan- 
sas City Star, who signs himself ‘4 
‘Country Missourian,” expresses ‘fhe 
'belief that abser cee landlordism i the 
‘principal obstack that has prevented 
‘the building of -a large number of 
‘roads under the provisions of ‘this 
statute. 

He gives an example as follows: 

“‘A short time ago farmers in a 
county not far from Kansas City, -a 
county noted for best agricultural 
lands and poorest roads, took initial 
steps to organize a road district and 
‘build a rock road under the law. The 
Matter attracted ‘widespread notice 
and favorable comment for a time, 
and this ceased because it soon be- 
came known that the whole thing 
died at its very beginning. A farmer 
from that district, who lives upon and 
farms his land and who favored the 
roek ‘road, told the writer of the fail- 
ure. Said he: ‘There were too many 
acres along our read, as we had to 
plan it, owned by men gone to town 
to live and rented their land to ten- 
ants on shares. Their votes and their 
talk kflled the good road. They are 
all these eight and ten per cent. fel- 
lows that live off the farms and be- 
grudge a solitary cent off their rentals 
no matter if you show a dollar sure 


to come along right after and keep. 


coming every year. No use talking 
rock roads any more until these eight 
and ten per cent. fellows die off and a 
new set comes on that’s better than 
their daddies.’ ”’ 

This is a short-sighted policy on 
the- part of the absentee landlords, 
but the correspondent says many pro- 
jects for road improvement have been 
frustrated by their opposition. That 
being the case it would seem to be in 
order for the Missouri Legislature to 
make some amendments to the special 
road district law which woutd curtail 
the voting power of the absentees. 
Every landowner ought to be inter- 
ested in good roads, whether he lives 
in city or in the country. Good roads 
greatly increase land values, and the 
absentee landlord who is so selfish in 
his views as to block improvements of 
such material importance is an incu- 

: and a stumbling block.—Louis-

New York—John G. Carlisle, former 
secretary of treasury, who had 
been critically ill for the past two 
days, died at hie apartments in New 
York of heart failure, accompanied by

John. Griffin Carlisle was born in 
Kenton county, Kentucky, on Septem- 
ber 6, 1835.

He 
served one term in the legislature

dren were beneath the notice of Jesus 
and rebuked the mothers as they 
brought them, But while the disci-’ 
ples wére displeased with the mothers 
Jesus was displeased with the. disci- 
ples (Mark 10:14). None are dearer 
to Him than: the ebildren,* and He 
wishes even the little ‘children 
(“babes,” Luke 18:15,R. V.) brought 
to Him. A child in its teachableness 


‘and humility is just fit to hear and re- 


ceive the t of the kingdom, and 
we must become in this respect as lit- 
tle children if we are to enter the 
kingdom: of heaven (ch. 18:3). Jesus 
took the children up. in His arms 
(Mark 10:16). Can we doubt that a 
real blessing came even to their in- 
fant hearts in response to the touch 
of Jesus? How God can work in the 
heart of a child we do not know, but 
that He does thus work this passage 
proves. ‘ 
II. Possessing Many Things, Yet 
Not Satisfied, 16-20. The young man 
who came to Jesus had great posses- 
sions (v. 22), position (Luke 18:18), 
culture, exemplary morality (v. 20), 
a noteworthy amiability (Mark 10: 
21), intense earnestness (Mark 10: 
17), undoubted sincerity (Mark 10: 
17-21), great moral courage (Mark 
10:17), recognized piety (Luke 18: 
18), noble aspiration (v. 16), benev- 
olence.. Yet all these things together 
did not save him. They will not save 
any one. His. question implied that 
eternal life is obtained by something 
we “do.” No man ever obtained life 
by doing (Gal. 2:16). ‘It. must be re- 
ceived as a gift (Ro. 6:23). Jesus, 
by His reply, “Why callest thou Me 
good” (see Mark 10:18, R. V:), did 
not mean to imply that He was not 
good (Jno. 8:46; 14:30; 8:29), but 
He saw that the young man had no 
deep sense of the full force of his own 
To say He was good was to 
say He was God, for no man is good 
(Mark 10:18), but that He was God 
the young man did not see. He was 
superficial, and Jesus sought to bring 
him to a recognition of his: superfi- 
clalty. Jesus sent the young man to. 
the law because he sought life by do- 
ing. _The law is the thing to “do” if 
a man is to get life by doing, but no 
ran has ever done it, so the law 
serves to shut a man’s mouth (Ro. 
$:19, 20). What this young man 
needed was to have hismouth stopped 
and his pride laid in the dust. Jesus 
always sends the self-confident to the 
law. Thosé who know that they are 
sinners He sends to the gospel a Ti. 


1:15). 
Il. Lacking One Thing, and 
Therefore Lost, 20, 22. ‘Jesus look- 
ing upon him loved him” (Mark 10: 
21, R. V.), but Jesus was not pleased 
with him (cf. Ro. 8:8). There was, 
however, a winsomeness in his sincer- 
ity, eagerness, earnestness and hon- 
est, though futile, attempt to keep 
the law. But Jesus’ love for him did 
not keep Him back from dealing very 
plainly with him, though that plain 
dealing caused the young man to turn 
his back upon Him. It does not seem 
to the average mind a very serious 
thing to lack only one thing (Mk, 10: 
21). But this lesson teaches us that 
to lack one thing may be fatal. The 
one thing he lacked was a supreme 
love for Jesus Christ. He was willing 
to do much at Jesus’ bidding (v. 16), 
but not anything and everything. 
There was one thing that He loved 
more than Jesus, and that he wag not 
willing to give up at Jesus’ bid 
Jesus’ purpose in bidding him to sell 
what he had and to give to the poor 
was,to bring him to see this. Money 
was his icol, so Jesus put His finger 
upon that. But the spirit of Jesus’ 
command holds for all His disciples: 
(Luke 14:33). Jesus usually cafls 
upon those who would come after 
Him to give up something: Love to 
Him makes it easy to give up any- 
thing for Him (2 Cor, 6:14, 15). 
Jesus told the young man that if he 
obeyed ‘he would have “treasure in 
heaven.” That is infinitely the best 
place to have treasure (Matt. 6:19,

The machine here shown is a big im- 
_provement “over this method. A 
frame support runs on tracks along 
the site of the wall. At one side of 
this support.is a mold in which a core 
guide moves'up and-down on pulleys, 
at the top of the support.

A Substitute For’ Cotton. 

In compliance with a request, I am 
showing you substitutes for cotton, 
both in the yarn and in plain and 
dyed piece goods, and also in combin- 
ation with worsted. _., This is made 
from spruce wood pulp by a process 
invented by..a Frenchman, and ar- 
rangements are being made for its 
extensive production both in England 
and on the continent, but I under- 
stand it is not as yet manufactured 
in this.country. , 

Although it is termed a substitute 
for cotton the samples will indicate 
that it does not have the identical 
effect, as it takes‘ on dyes, bleaching 
and finishihg more brilliantly than 
the cotton -fiber. It will resist bdil- 
ing in- water or caustic potash solu- 
tion for some minutes without change 
and its combustibility is certainly not 
more rapid than-that of cotton. The 
cost of its manufacture is much lower 
than the market price of cotton. The 
fiber’ can be made of any length, as 
in the case of. artificial silk, which it 
does not resemble in other character- 
istics, being, as was stated above, 
highly resistant to solutions. t 
The strength of the yarn apparent- 
ly exceeds that of cotton, although I 
have not any, comparative tests.—

An interesting example of improved 
rapid road construction has just been 
carried out in: France with a view of 
‘uniting the three industrial cities of 
ithe department of the Nord. This 
takes the form of a great boulevard 
and has- been constructed in” three 
years. .It has a ‘length of 14.5 kilo- 
meters. and has two branches, one 
starting-from Roubaix and the other 
from Tourcoing. The two branches 
“unite in a common thoroughfare. 
which ends in the centre of Lille. / 

The boulevard is fifty by tora | 


On each side, bordered .by fdotways 
three and one-half metérs wide}there 
is provided a roadway five and one- 


half meters wide reserved for heavy 
traffic. 
of nine meters allocated to light ve- 
hicles and motor cars. 
central roadway and the other road- 
ways are two raised roads eleven and 
one-half meters wide for foot passen- 


In the centre is a roadway

gers, cyclists, horse riders and an 
electric tramway. On the lines -of 
the boulevard thé necessity for great 
speed has led to the adoption for this 
of the overhead trolley system, 4 
double catenary suspensién keeping 
the line perfectly horizontal. 

The permanent way consists of Vig- 
noles rails screwed to the sleepers, on 
which they are supported by metallic 
ehairs. The ballast consists of slag. 
Joints are placed-on specially large | 
sleepers and are made With fish plates 
with six bolts. The cars have been 
built to pass round curves of fifteen 
meters radius and to attain a speed 
of fifty-eight kilometers an hour. 

\ The maintenance of the French na- 
tional roads in view of the rapid in- 
crease in automobile traffic of recent 
years, is giving rise to serious con- 
cern, as appears clearly in the report 
made by M. J. Chaiiley on the public 
works budget for 1910. 

M. Chailley relates the efforts made 
by the engineers’ of the roads and 
bridges department to diminish the 
wear of the roads. At first there were 
attempts, of an hygienic character, to 


“‘syppress the dust by means of tar. 


But tarring gives only temporary re- 
sults; it does\not constitute a facing 
sufficiently solid to protect the sur- 
face of the road effectively, and after 
a short time it has to be done over 
again; ‘without having really sup- 
pressed the dust.. 

M. Chailley describes the method 
which consists in constituting the 
road of smail materials enveloped 
preferably in a bituminous medium so 
as to ensure the elasticity of the 
whole. He mentions a number of 
compositions based-on this principle, 
and patented as quarrite, tarvia, etc., 
which have been tried with some suc- 
cess, it appears, in Germany; and he 
disapproves of the plan which was 
suggested at one time by the engi- 
neers, and which consists of forming 
the roads with smail paving stones 
well joined —Good Roads Magazine. 


Must Be Kept Dry. 

A country road should be thorough- 
ly drained in order that it may be 
kept dry; ‘the best available matertal 
should be used; great care should be 
taken to keep the surface smvoth and

plied instantly when needed, while 
the glue may; be kept warm at all 
times by a reduced flow of current 
through the heating coils. The glue 
pot consists of a cup in which the glue 
is placed, and which is set in a casing 
filled with water. The electric 
heater is attached to the pot, imme- 
diately below the water. A hot-water 
receptacle is provided in which the 
brushes may be kept.—Scientific 
American. 


Electric generators were first 
adapted.to be coupled to reciprocat- 
ing engines, and hence were designed 
for comparatively slow speed. When 
it came to coupling the generator to 
a turbine it was necessary to operate 
it at a lower speed than was economi-

‘in, the raw material, and, even if it 
had, the supply of raw material avail- 
able would not have permitted the op- 
eration, of all the mills on fult time. 
“While curtailment has been. notice- 
‘able all over the world, it has been 
'more marked among American mills 
| than e ere. Establishments, both 
!North and South, haye been forced 
to curtail production, some stopping 
ibut a few days a week, othérs run- 
ning alternate weeks, and still others 
closing down: altogether, leaving the 
number of mills running full time re- 
duced to comparatively moderate pro- 
portions. - Mills have remained run- 
ning at least on’ short time wherever 
possible, owing to the loss that en- 
tire stoppage entails, as fixed charges 
go on whether the plant be run or 
not, and when idle there is no source 
of income wherewith to meet the 
charges. ‘ 

As a result of short time and cur- 
tailment among American mills many 
operatives have been thrown out of 
employment. In. the big manufactur- 
ing centers of New England this con- 
dition of things is beginning to be 
severely. felt, and in many portions 
of the South labor is also sufferins., 
The only prospect of relief lies in the 
hope of a good cotton crop this sea- 
son. A good supply of raw cotton 
would do a good deal toward equaliz- 
ing the cost of the raw material and 
the manufactured product and enable 
the mills to resume full time. 

A large crop, on the other hand, 
holds out not; the smallest prospect 
of what ‘might be called low prices, as 
with the re-establishment of anything: 
like a reasonable parity between raw 
cotton and manufactured cloths the 
gematid. from: the mills for cotton 
would readily absorb the largest yield 
that the South could possibly produce. 
It would take a succesion of big crops 
ot bring prices. down to anywhere 
near a basis that would be unprofita- 
ble to the producers, hence ‘the lat- 
ter haye nothing to fear but a crop 
failure, whica, while it might bring 

big profits. to a few, would be disas- 
trous to the great majority.

At the time of the outbreak not less 
than 100,000 persons were’ circulating 
in.the grounds. Troops were ordered 
out and came at double quick to aid 
the police in clearing off the great 
grounds, This was accomplished in 
fair order, except within the limits of 
the Kermesz, where the vast crowds 
became entangled in an almost inex- 
tricable ‘mass, fighting desperately to 
find an escape from the flames which 
swept viciously througa the tinderfike 
structures. Soon.. the enormous fa- 
cade tumbled in ruins. 

Considering the rapidity of the fla- 
gration the small loss of life is mar- 
velous. So far is as known, up to a 
late hour, only two are dead The in- 
jured, as officially announced, number 
30, but probably many hundreds re- 
ceived minor hurts. 

As the flames reached the menage- 
rie, it was decided to shoot the beasts, 
but the heat drove back the soldiers, 
and the animals were left to taeir 
fate, 

Many jewel exhibitors were unin- 
sured. In the French art section the 
priceless Gobelins, paintings and 
sculpture were ruined, as were the 
rich treasures in the English, Belgian, 
Persian and Turkish section. All the 
archives were burned, and it will, 
therefore, be impossible to confer 
medal and diplomas.

TO PREPARE THE SUCCOTASH 


Combination of Sweet Corn With. 
Other Edibles Makes a Most 
Appetizing Dish.

Husk half a dozen ears of nice 
sweet corn, remove every vestige of 
the silk and cut the corn from the 
cob. Put the cobs in a large sauce 
pan, breaking in two if necessary, to 
make them fit in. Pour a pint of 
water into the saucepan, cover closely 
and bet the cob cook for half an hour 
to extract their flavor. Measure the 
corn cut from the cob, add to it-an 
equal quantity of shelled lima beans, 
put the beans in the saucepan, having 
first removed the cobs, and add 
enough milk to cover. Cook until the 
Beans are soft enovgh to be easily 
pierced with a fork, then add the corn 
and cook five minutes. Season. with 
salt, pepper and a little sugar and 
plenty of butter. Stir a heaping tea- 
spoonful of flour in a cup of rich milk, 
then stir through the bean and corn 
mixture to slightly thicken. Cook just

TO WASH CHAMOIS GLOVES 


Directions for Cieaning FragMe Artl 
cles Which Will Be Well 
Worth Remembering. 

“In washing chamois gloves do not 
wring them or even squeeze very dry 
as with ordinary glove cleaning. The 


‘skins ‘pull-vasily and wringing breaks 


the tender fabric. : 

Put the rinsed gloves into a thick 
Turkish towel and press out most of 
the moisture, then bang them in 4 
strong current of air to dry.. Fasten 
the pair together by buttons and hang 
with fingers down. “ 

The shrinking, of which many wo 
men complain in chamois glove wash- 
ing, can be overcome by drying the 
gloves on the hand, after they come 
from the Turkish towel and a few 
minutes’ airing. 

Rub gently until dry. The heat of 
the’ hand makes this drying a quicker 
process than most women imagine, 
and there is little danger of taking 
cold. fer 

Do not neglect rinsing as well as 
washing fn soapy water, if you do not 
wish your gloves to stiffen.

Washington—Greater New York 
has a population. of 4,766,383 under 
the—-thirteenth . decennial census, . ac- 
cording to figures, issued by Director 
of the Census Durand. This makes 
New York the second largest city in 
the world, and as large as any two 
foreign cities, excepting London, 

Since 1900 tae population of the me- 
tropolis: has increased by. 1,329,681, or 
38.7 per cent.,-as compared with 3,437,- 
202 -under the last census. . 

The borough of Bronx showed the 
greatest increase in the greater city, 
Queens, Brooklyn, Richmond and Man- 
Kattan following next in order. The 
figures for these borough, together 
with the increases, are as follows: 
Bronx, 430,980, an increase of 230,473, 
or 114.9 per cent.; Queens, 284,041, an 
increase of 130,042, or 85.6-per cent.;

New York City.—The labor day pa- 
rade here brought out more union 
marchers this year than have ever be- 


fore been seen on Fifth avenue. Con- 
spicuous among them were 3,100 wom- 
en, most of them garment workers, 
wearing dark blue and yellow liberty 
caps and sashes. The leaders esti- 
mated that there were 71,000 in line 

lor the first time in fifteen years 
the parade bore no appeal for aid in 
any pending strike. The cloakmak- 
brs’ strike, one Of the largest the 
country has ever knéwn, has just 
been -cencluded, and cloak and gar- 
ment workers turned out in force to 
prove their joy and to demonstrate 
their hate of Justice Goff of the state 
supreme court, wio granted an in- 
junction a,ainstg@he strike, and ruled 
that any strike called to demand the 
closed shop is a conspiracy in re- 
straint .of trade. 

Terre Haute, Ind—John Mitchell, 
former president of the United Mine 


Workers, in a labor day address here, | 


spoke in favor of better laws for the 
protection of workingmen. 

“A wellknown writer,” said Mr. 
Mitchell, “asserts that 500,000 sood 
workingmen are killed or maimed an-: 
nually in the United States. 

“That means that more lives are 
sacrificed and more workmen are in- 
jured each year in the peaceful con- 
duct of our industries than were sac- 
rificed -in any one year during the 
period of the Civil war. It means 
that more men have been killed and 
maimed in the coal mines of the Unit- 
ed States alone during the last seven 
years than were killed or died as a 
result of wounds in the Continental 
army dufing the seven years of the 
American revolution.” 

Referring to measures for the pro- 
tection of workingmen in this con- 
nection, Mr. Mitchell said: 

“Our unions have done much in this 

direction. They have rendered yeo- 
man service in protecting the wage- 
earners, but, without the aid of the 
state, they cannot carry on to full 
fruition their objects and ideals in 
this respect.” 
Fargo, N. D.—A man who fought 
his way to ex-President Roosevelt and 
ealled him a liar gave a bad scare 
labor day to the crowd at Island Park 
in this city. Colonel Roosevelt seiz- 
ed the man /and kelped to eject him 
from the platform.

| will be held in Rome from September - 
24 to 80, 1911, and will bé similar in 
many respects to that held in Wash- 

} Ington in the fall of 1908,.The con- 
gress, which meets every \th®ee years, 
will"be under the direct patronage of 
the king and queen of Ttly. . 

An American committee of 100 will- 
be appointed as the official represen- 
tatiyes of the United States. Mean- 
while the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
is acting in that capacity and its office 
in New-York wil! be the headquarters 
for the United States delegation. The 
secretary general of the congress is 
Prof, Vittorio-Ascoli of Rome. | 

Asa direct result of the stimulus of 
the. last international congress held in 
this country, the Anjerioan committee 
will be able to report that the number 
of tuberculosis agencies in this coun- 
try have been tripled in the, three 
years. More than twice :as much 
money is being -spent in ‘the fight 
against tuberculosis by private socie- 
ties and institutions, and the appropri- 
ations of federal, state, municipal and 
county have increased nearly four- 
fold. It is estimated that-nearly 315,-’ 
000,000 will. be spent in anti-tuberculo- 
sis work in 1910. -

METHODS OF KE SEPING EGGS | 


Of Many Different Ways Tried in Ger 
many Three-Most Effective Are 
Given Herewith. 

In Germany twenty methods of pre- 
serving eggs have been tried. of 
these tests the three most effective 
were coating the eggs: with vaseline, 
preserving them with lime water and 
preserving them with water glass. As 
the object of the preservation is to 
keep out germs, vaseline or some othr 
er tasteless grease, such as fresh but 
ter, may be used. The process con- 
sists of greasing the eggs all over as 


oon as they are laid, then setting 


them on end in a clean jar until want 
ed for usé. Eggs can be kept in this 
way for three-or four months. 

The process of keeping eggs in lime 
water is as follows: Slack four pounds 
of line, then add four pounds of salt 
and eight gallons of water. Stir and 
leave to settle. Next day stir again. 
After the mixture has settled the sec 
ond time, draw off the pure liquid. 
Take two ounces each of baking soda,

‘ALABAMA'S CONVICTS PAY. 


The State Has Received a Net Profit 
of $1,706,696.87. 


For the four years ended August 31 
last the state convict department nas 
turned into the treasury net the 
enormous sum of $1,706,695.87. The 
gross seceipts were $3,975,768.03 and 
the disbursements $2(269,072.16. It is 
to be remembered that under the con- 
tracts that now prevail the state pays 
the keep and handling of convicts, 
which accounts for not only the large, 
income, but the heavy expenses. 

Nothing like this record was ever 
made in the United States, so far as 
is known. This shows a -net yearly 
income from this source of $400,000, 
the total-number of convicts contrib- 
uting to it being 2,500. And this has 
been with a death rate of less than 
1 1-2 per cent. It would have been 
much smaller but for the fire at the 
Red Feather mine, set by the con- 
victs themselves, in which twenty-six 
of them lost their lives. 

Of the total 4708s earnings, $1,118,- 
178,54 came from the mines, four in 
number. The receipts from the cotton 
mill at Speigner’s were: $672,358.71,.

Mr. Scott was unequivocal: Strange 
to say, he never attempted a straddle, 
as did the Thompson convention in

Washington, D. C.—The corn crop 
was 80.3 per cemt of a normal on Oc- 
tober 1, or at time of harvest, as com- 
pared with 73.8 a year ago,’ and 784 
the ten-year average, according to 
the crop reporting board of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

The production of spring wheat as 
estimated by the crop reporfing board 
for 1910 was 233,475,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 290,823,000 bushels in 1909, 
the yield per acre being 11.8 bushels, 
compared with 15.8 in 1909 and 13.7 
the ten-year ayerage; the quality was 
94:1 per cent, compared with 86.2 the 
ten-Year average. 

The production of all wheat for 


1910 was 691,769,000 bushels, com- 


pared with 737,189,000 in 1909, the 
yield per acre being 14.2 bushels, com- 
pared with 15.8 in 1909 and 14.1 the 
ten-year average; the quality was 93.1 
per cent. ° 

The production of oats for 1910 
was 1,096.396,000 bushels, compared 
with 1,007,353,000 in 1909, the yield 
per acre being 31.9 bushels, compared 
with 30,3 in 1909 and 29.5 the ten-year 
average; the quality was 93.8 per cent, 
compared with 86.1 the ten-year av- 
erage. : 

The production of barley for 1910 
was 158,138,000 bushels, compare 
with 170,284,000 ia 1909, the yield per 
acre being 24.4, compared with 24.3 
in 1909 and 25.7 the ten-year average; 
the quality was 88.1 per cent, com- 
pared with 86.0 the ten year average.

That it has 
been latterly on the increase is shown, 
he said, by. the fact of this number, 
150,289 cases having developed be- 


tween September 9 and October 7.

Rather, executive ability is the main 
requirement; for he can hire good 
draftsmen, and radical ehanges in de- 
sign are generally: made through out- 
side sources. . 

Your boy has got to get into busi- 
ness for himself. The requirements 
for Going this are practically nothing 
at all; for all he needs is the few tools 
he has long since acquired and mas- 
tered. and a place to draw in. If he 
can. get somebody that he knows is 
going to build a house to let him draw 
the plans and attend to the construc- 
tion, he will get a fee of 5 or 6 per 
cent of the building’s cost. Then he 
may be given more pretentious work, 
and so on, till he-suc¢essfully submits 
plans in a competition, or otherwise, 
for some large public or semi-public 
institution, and finds his reputation all 
made; and his fortune in the making. 

Between our office’ boy and the suc- 
‘cessful architect,-however, there is a 
long: course of studying that has to be 
done besides what he has learned in 
the office. The time has long since 
gone by when an architect, so-called, 
simply copied.the plan of one house 
when .called on to lay out another; 
for the modern cry is for more elab- 
orate..and original structures which 
require the most elaborate and pains- 
taking detailed knowledge. 

Your boy’s course. of study, which 
can be gone through at nights and 
will be partly acquired in his work, 
will include quite a complete knowl- 
edge of. geometry and® geometrical 
drawing, as well-as freehand and per- 
spective drawing, architectural and 
ornamental drawing; pen and ink 
rendering, drawing in water color 
and-from nature, an extensive knowl 
edge of masonry and carpentry, the 
latter including ornamental ironwork 
and sheet: metal work; wiring for 
electricity, plumbing, heating and ven- 
tilating, painting and decorating. Also, 
he will have.to be able to superintend 
the construction of the buildings for 
which he has drawn the plans, and 
this includes a general knowledge of 
all that the. contractor does. Also, he 
must have studied contracts and the 
building permits and laws ef his par- 
ticular locality, as they have to be 
conformed to. 

These subjects seem a somewhat 
forbidding array, particularly when it 
is- added that the architect has to 
know the strength and adaptability of 
every timber or stone or piece of steel 
or fron used; but all this is no more 
than thousands of successful men 
have already learned, and no more 
than your boy can. pick up during the 
course-of his work—if he is ambitious 
and has unremittifig application: Let

‘ Birmingham,—Attoraey-General’ A. ! 


M. Grber of Alabama has given out a 
statemént. as to the enforcement of 
prohibition and other laws as follows: 
- “As @ citizen and as an officia) of 
the state, I will demand enforcement 
of all the statutes regulating the con- 
duct of our.people. In respect to the 
flagrant viélation of the prohibition 
laws in several localities of the state, 
I had occasion recently to write Gov. 
Comer an official communication de- 
fining my attitude on this subject. I 
will further state that when I am aa- 
vised officially that the local prose- 
cuting officer has declined to take ac- 
tion in any case which is presented to 
him upon a proper showing, I will 
take such matters up at such 
time as it may be officially 
brought. to .my attention, and act upon 
it as in my judgment the premises 
require. And in such instances I would 
employ every injunctive or other pro- 
cess necessary to Meet the emerg: 
ency.” 


TEACH COTTON GROWING, 


U. S. Demonstration Work in Ale 
bama Eminently Successful. 

Decatur.—Mrs, Lelia Seaton Wilder, 
who owns a large cotton plantation on 
the ouiskirts of New Decatur and on 
whose plantation the United States 
government had during the past year 
an experimental farming station, is 
more than delighted with the govern. 
ment’s method of farming. She says 
that under this method one bale of 
cotton was produced to the acre, while 
by the old method and on the same 
land which adjoined that operatea by 
the government it took three acres to 
make a bale. 4 

On this demonstration farg. during 
the season a government expert pave 
demonstrations and lectures once a 
month, These demonstrations and 
lectures were atiended by a good many 
farmers of this section. — 

Mrs. Wilder is one of the few wom- 
en of theSouth who have made a 
wonderful success at cotton farming. 
She is of the opinion that under the 
government method of raising cotton 
there are wonderful opportunities here 
in the South. 


When. the Alabama legislature con- 
venes at Montgomery next January, 
the state solons are going to be con- 
fronted wiih the biggest delegation of 
labor lobbyists that has ever stormed

R. J. LOWE IS DEAD. 


Was Prominent in Alabama Affairs 
for Many Years, 


Montgomery.—Hon, Robert J. Lowe, 
one time prominent in Alabama poli- 
tics, died at his home in Eufaula, 
Mr. Lowe’s death was the result of 
two strokes of paralysis within four 
months. 

Robert J. Lowe was of a pioneer Al- 
abama family, which had been distin- 
guished for three generations in the 
Tennessee valley, His grandfather, 
Gen. G. M. Lowe, was president of the 
branch bank at Huntsville, and prom- 
inent in Alabama affairs in the earli- 
est days. of the state. William Man- 
ning Lowe, the father,;of Robert J. 
Lowe, was for many years a dominant 
figure in the political affairs of Madi- 
son county. He served as solicitor 
and his several contests for congress 
in that district atttracted the atten- 
tion of the entire state.. Rober J. 
Lowe inherited from him the dash and 
brilliancy which characterized him in 
public life. The elder Lowe was noted 
for the same courage and eloquence 
‘which won Robert J. Lowe sudh repu-

, tendencies which, seen in domestt- 
cation, have caused some people to 
suggest that he is called a turkey 
because he behaves like the prover- 
bial unspeakable Turk, are in full 
swing in his wild ancestor, who is’ 
altogether born in sin. His wife, or 
wives—for he is an inveterate polyg- 
amist, even in his primitive condi- 
tion—have to. keep their infant 
poults out of his way, or he will 
crack their little heads for them;. 
and when he conquers and slays a 
rival gobbler, he tramples him when 
he is down and done for. His court- 
ship is every bit.as absurd in the 
wilds as it is in the farmyard, and 
ancient turkey dowagers emulate 
,his absurdities in strutting to win 

. his regard, though the pullets main- 
tain a proper modesty of demeanor. 

“Moreover, the wily hunter brings 
about his downfall in ways which 
make him look wndignified—no other 
bird is lured to his end in such 
queerly discreditable ways.

Streets, Philadelphia, Pa. was: further discredited in a_ special 
dispatch to the Chicago Daily News 
from its correspondent in Copenhagen, 
Denmark. The: story was the first 
publication of the report of Knud Ras- 
smussen, thé Danish explorer} as sent 
by him to his wife in Copenhagen 
and now given out by her. This is 
the story of the Eskimos as given in 
the dispatch: 

“We traveled from Annatook with 
eight gledges in company with Doctor 
Cook, at the first sunshine (Febru- 
ary). From there to Ellesmere we 
slept only once on the ice. It took 
four days to cross the Ellesmere land. 
Eighteen days out our companions 
left us. We had gone only about 
twelve Englisa miles from land. 

“The ice was fine, and there was 
no reason to stop, for any one who 
wanted, to go on could do so. The 
19th day Doctor Cook took observa- 
tions with an instrument he held in 
his hand, and«we then changed our 
course westward. 

We left hére a lot of food for men 
and dogs and one of us (Itukusuk) 
went ahead to examine the ice. He 
reported it in good shape, which it 
was, but Doctor Cook looked at it and 
said it was bad. , 

“On the way back we stopped at 
open water near the land. We stop- 
ped one day and went over to Ring- 
nas island, but the snow bad melted 
(April). We had not had the least 
fog on the ice. At this time the sun 
was just below the horizon at’ night. 
It was’ the month when it does not 
get dark (March). Later, when near 
Axel Heibert Land, we passed two 
days in a fog. ; 

“One day I (Apilak) came upon Doc- 
-tor Cook sitting down drawing a map. 
I looked at it and asked him: 

‘Whose route are you drawing?’ 

“‘My own,’ replied Doctor Cook. 

“But that was a lie,. because he 
drew the map a long way out at Sea, 
‘where we never had been. 

. “We continued to shoot bears on 
the ice till we had enough for the 
dogs. We do.not know how many 
nights we slept on this part of the 
journey. ‘The small rivers, had, only 
begun to break when we reached 

Hellsgate. , 

“Here, as Doctor Cook directed us, 
we léft our dogs behind us, although 
they were fat from the meat of bears. 
We crossed the great sound and had 

to push our boat along the ice. Doctor 
Cook said: ; ot 

“‘We will reach human “beings 
(Baffins Land) within tw odays. 

“We had slept twice when he look- 
ed ahead and said that he saw a tent, 
but it was only a stone. We kept 
hunting for human beings a long time. 
Then we came to an island on’ waich 
eider birds were nesting: We follow- 
ed the land past Cape Sparbo, and 
when our provisions were nearly gone 
we returned toward Cape Seddon, at 
which place we arranged for - winter- 
ing. 

“Tt was yet twilgiht the whole night, 
and we’ built a house of peat and 
stone, just as we do at home. *We 
caught walrus, musk ox and bear for 
the winter. With the bow we killed 
only two hares. We had a’gun to 
kill musk ox and bear with. To kill 
a@ musk ox with a bow. is impossible. 
It was a fine autumn and we had good 
provisions for the winter. 

' «During the dark time we were in- 

side most of the time making clothes. 

Doctor Cook made clothes and wrote 

all the time. At first sight of the sun 

we stafted home, —, oxTG:

heads.—Judges. 9:58, 59. 


Our text reads, “Thus @id God ren- 
der the wickedness of Abimeleck—and 


all the evil of the men of Shechem did 
God render upon their heads.” 

“The mills of the gods grind slow 
but. they 
History keeps on repeating this truth. 
Back of all the mystery of human 
deeds is the ruling of a mighty hand. 
Abimeleck learned this to his sorrow. 
He had gained: his throne by murder 
and ruled with hands dyed in blood. 
But evil hunts for the wicked to over- 
throw him.. One of his own number 
conspired for his ruin and the story 
of his fall by a stone hurled from a 
woman’s hand is graphically told. in 
this chapter. Our text merely gives 
the reason why: “God will be God for 
all ,that,” is ‘here sounded forth in 
words that can not dle.

The than 
who swindles to make his fortune will 
most surely reap loss ahd ruin at the 
swindler’s hand. 

Note’ atso that God carries on: -His 
purpose despite the sin of those en- 
trusted with power. God will still be 
God after all, and He is the last one 
with whom we must reckon. We shall 
not be able to foil His. purpose nor 
thwart His plan. Our resistance shall 
only become our ruin. Abimelech 
found it so. Might could not make 
right and error shall not stand. That 
man or nation that persists in wrong- 
doing God®shall set aside and it shall 
fall. We call ours a great nation. and 
It is, but we have some grievous sins 
laid.to our charge. Our civilization is 
fast leaving God out and has little re- 
gard for His eternal law. _We often 
weigh with a false weight and sell 
with a false measure. Right is often 
changed to suit the occasion while 
men in high places set up false stand- 
ards. Let us be sure that all this graft 
and greed and wrong shall become our 
undoing for we are dealing with God 
as well as with man. If we continue 
to resist and break His law He shall 
cause the destroyer to rise up in our 
midst,. and though we fall His ~pur- 
pose shall go evenly on.

Tokyo, Japan.—The long tailed 
cocks of Japan are striking. proof of 
what selection, scientifically carried 
out, can do.- It has taken a century 
to evolve these remarkable birds with 
abnormal tails from the ordinary farm 
The cocks hail 
from Shinowara, a village near Kochi, 
ip the Isle of Shikoku. Some of them 
are white; others are of different col- 
ors. The feathers forming the tail, 
which number from fifteen to twenty- 
four, nieasure from seven and a half 
to more than.twelve feet long. Their 
roots, it need scarcely: be said, are 
very much: stronger than those of the 
tail. feathers of an ordinary cock. The 
feathers, growing on either side of 
the body and hanging over the tail, 
reach to a length of three and a quar- 
ter feet.

In 1864 he became city attorney 
of Elmira, then entered the assembly, 
\where he served two terms, and later 
was elected mayor.

Lisbon.—Perhaps there is not in 
all Burope today a more pathetic fig- 
ure than Queen Amelie. Brave she 
has proved herself to be often, but 
there is something about the calm in- 
trepid spirit with which she has faced 
this latest trouble, which calls forth 
the deep sympathy of womankind the 
world over. 

After having had her husband and 
her eldest son slain by her side, in the 
most shocking fashion, nearly three 
years ago, and her own remaining boy 
wounded, she has now been compelled 
to submit to the loss of her son’s 
throne. (that was also her own), and 
has been driven with him to seek 
refuge abroad—leaving all their be- 
longings, all their personal treasures, 
in the hands of the. revolutionists. 

Born in England at Turkinham on 
the banks of the Thames—her father, 
the late Comte de Paris, being ban- 
ished at the time from France— 
Amelie will doubtless add one more to 
that.

SHOES AND GENTS’ FURNISHINGS. 
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Nerthwest Canada dnd portions of 
Alaska still contain great numbers 
for large game, but in some localities 
this has already become very scarce. 
This is almost the last spot in Amer 
ica where big game is abundant; 
there remains only the arctic regions. 

It is evident that in a new country, 
lacking transportation facilities and 
invaded by great numbers of civilized 
men, who must depend in large meas- 
ure on the country for subsistence, 
the larger native fauna will soon dis: 
appear. In this northern region trav- 
elers, trappers and prospectors sub 
sist very -largely on the game and 
fish that they take, and great quan 
tities of wild meat are brought into 
the settlement for sale. 

There has been enormous waste by 
the white game killers, and if the 
waste by the Indians has been less ii 
is only because the Indians are fewer 
In numbers. In some localities the 
continued and reckless killing of game 
for sale in the mining camps has re 
sulted in the almost complete disap 
pearance of such’ game. Besides this 
there are not a few people who ge 
Into the country in search of fine 
game heads, and who kill with the 
usual selfish recklessness. They have 
been known, after a day’s hunting, 
to leave to spoil on a hillside enough 
meat to supply a prospector with pro 
visions for.a whole winter. 

The chief game animal in much oi 
that country is the moose, which is sc 
abundant that from a good lookou! 
high up on the mountains mioose car 
be seen almost any fine day by the 
aid of field glasses. In certain por- 
tions of the country west of the Mack: 
enzie river ‘caribou are still’ seen 
In great herds at the proper season of 
the year, but these herds appear to 
be growing constantly small 

Mountain sheep are yet abundant 
In many places, and, owing to their 
habits of life, are perhaps in less im- 
mediate danger of extermination than 
the moose or caribou. 

It is obvious that as the settlement 
of this northern country proceeds the 
game must disappear. It is ohly by 
the establishment of game refuges 
in these regions that it can be pre 
served, and at the preBent time the 
residents of that northern country 
are interested in the game only’ sc 
far as it may be turned into money.

Mr. W. A. Reynolds Compromises. 
Last week we made some mention 
of the fact that Mr. W. A. Reynolds 
had calted a meeting of his creditors 
with a view to settling his outstand- 
ing obligations. At that time we 
knew but few of the particulars, and 
did not choose ‘to air a matter about 
which we knew comparatively little. 
The day after the publication of our 
paper the following appeared in the 
Montgomery Journal, which is self- 
explanatory: 
GEORGE STUART IS RECEIVER. 
Chilton County Merchant Is to Be. 

Allowed to Pay Up—W. A. Rey- 

nolds—One Hundred and Ninety- 

six Creditors Are Clamoring for 

Money Alleged to Be Due Them— 

Met at Exchange Hotel and Came 

to an Agreement. 

Opportunity will be given W. ~A. 
Reynolds, the bankrupt merchant of 
Jemison and Thorsby, Chilton county, 
to make the best of his tangled affairs 
by his 196 crediters. 

The largest méeting of creditors 
held in Alabama in many years en- 
tered into this agreement Thursday, 
when a basis of settlement was enter- 
ed into and a receiver recommended 
to the United States court by the at- 
torneys for the various companies in- 
volved and personal representatives of 
other creditors. ‘ 

Approximately $75,000 is> involved 
in the bankruptcy proceedings, while 
Reynolds’ assets cover not. more than 
a third of the amount. 

At his request the creditors assem- 
bled at- the Exchange Hotel Thurs- 
day evening and a proposition for a 
Cash settlement of 25 per cent. and 25. 
per cent. in four deferred payments 
of 6. 9, 12 and 15 months. was , ad- 
vanced. , nee 

There was some demurring on the 
part of the minority of the creditors, 
but a majority agreed to accept. the 
proposition, ‘ 

The meeting also decided to recom- 
mend to the United States court that 
George Stuart be named receiver and 
carry on’ the business of the bankrupt 
firm. ,

lapse ere the pictures were to be found in the read- 
ing columns anda yet longer time before the reader 
came to expect not mere scenic subjects but graphic 
pictures of the current happenings of the busy world.

-Moreover, they wanted not a 
commonplace bust photo, but a full-length pic- 
ture that would represent. its object as he would

personal “snap shot.” 


Nowadays the snap-shot is to a large extent, 
displacing the stereotyped visage inthe public 
prints. Almost everybody who achieves fame 
or notoriety must must needs fall victims to the 
sharpshooters of.the camera. The snap-shotter is-- 
no respecter of persons or callings so long as “hu- 
man interest” is present, and. everybody, from 
preachers to pugilists and from. statesmen to 
suffragists, is the quarry of the camera scout at 
one time or another.

DEATH OF EX-MAYOR GRANT 


Twice Chief Executive of New York 
and a Man of Great 
Prominence. 

New York.—One of the most promi 
nent figures in the political life of 
New York City 20 years ago was 
Hugh J. Grant, who died in the metro- 
polis recently, at the age of 55. He 


‘Was a native of the metropolis and 


received his education at St. Francis 
Xavier College and in France and 
Germany, where he studied languages 
and music. Afterward he studied law 
at the Columbia Law School and en- 
gaged in. real estate and legal busi- 
ness. 

In 1883 he entered politics, being 
elected alderman, and his course in 
the board the following year in oppo- 
sition to boodle legislation made him 
a candidate for mayor on the Tam- 
many ticket in 1884. He was defeated,

however. In 1885 he was elected 
sheriff and three years later was 
chosen mayor, and was reelected in 
1890.

ANNUAL DOCUMENT IS READ 


Conservation, ‘Ship Subsidy and. For- 
¢ tification of Panama Canal: Lead- 
ing Topics’ Discussed—Has 
Little to Say About Tariff. 


Washington, Dec.-6—Economy in 
government affairs is the keynote of 
President Taft’s annual message read 
before both houses of congress today. 
The message approximates 40,000 
words and is one of the longest ever 
submitted by a president. 

Conservation of the public domain, 
ship subsidy, fortification of the Pana- 
ma canal and the continuation of the 
present tariff board are the leading 
subjects touched upon. He also re- 
views the work of the various gov- 
ernment departments and concurs in 
recommendation, tending toward the 
bettering of the service, made by sev- 
eral of ths members of his cabinet. 

Economy Is Urged. 


In dwelling on the urgert need for 
economy in government expenditures, the 
president says: ‘Every effort has been

I say this in order that coprzress 
may understand that these estimates thus 
made present the smallest sum which will 
maintain the departments, bureaus and

Wants Forest Limitation Removed. 


On the subject of conservation he de. 
votes considerable space tb forest, coal, 
oll and gas, phosphate lands and water 
power sites. As to the reservation, of 
forest lands he says: “The law now pro- 
hibits the. reservation of any more forest 
lands in Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, Colorado and Wyoming, except 
by. act of congress. I am informed by the 
department of agriculture that the’ gov- 
ernment owns other tracts of timber land 
in these states which’ should be included 
in the forest reserves. I recommend to 
congress that the limitation’ herein im- 
Posed be repealed. ‘ 

“Congress ought to trust the executive 
to use the power of reservation only with 
respect to land most valuable for forest 
purposes,: During the present, administra- 
tion, 62,250,000 acres of land 1 rgely non- 
timbered have been excluded from forest 


, Teserves, and. 3,5°9.000 acres of land prin- 


cipally valuable for forest purposes have 
been included in forest reserves, making 
@ reduction in forest reserves of non- 
timbered land amounting to 2,750,000 


Wants Canal Fortified. 


Regarding the Panama canal, the presi- 
Gent asserts that unless unexpected ob- 
stacles arise the waterway will be com- 
pleted well within time limit of Janu- 
arv 1, 1915, and within estimate of cost, 
$375,000,000. Suggestions for levying of 
tolls and management are made, and re- 
garding fortification of the canal, he 
says: 

“Among. questions arising for present 
solution is the decision whether the canal 
shall be fortified. I have already stated 
to the congress that I strongly favor for- 
tification and T-now reiterate this opin- 
fon and ask your consideration of the 
subject in the light of the report already 
before you -made by a competent board.

Criticism of the Tariff. 


In the space devoted to. the tariff the 
president says: 

“The schedules of the rates of duty in 
the Payne tariff act have been subjected 
to a great deal of criticism, some of it 
just, more of it unfounded, and too much 
misrepresentation. The act was adopted 
in pursuance of a declaration by the par- 
ty which is responsible for it that cus. 
toms bill should be a tariff for the pre 
tection of home industries, the measure. 
of the protection to be the difference be- 
tween the cost of producing the imported 
article abroad and the cost of produciag 
it at home, together with such addition to 
that difference as might give a reasonable 
Profit to the home producer. The basis 
for the criticism of this tariff is that In 
respect to a number of the schedules the, 
declared measure was not followed, but-a 
higher difference retained or inserted by 
way of undue discrimination in favor of 
certain industries and manufactures, -Lit- 
tle, if any, of the criticism of the tariff 
has been directed against the protective 
principle above stated: but the main body 
of the criticism has been based on the at- 
tempt to conform to the measure of pro- 
tection was not honestly and sincerely 
adhered to.” 

The president also refers to the appoint- 
ment of a board of experts to investigate 
the cost of production of yarious articlea 
included in the schedules of the tariff, 
and concludes: : 

“Whether or not the protective policy ts 
to be continued, and the degree of protec- 
tion to be accorded to our home indus- 
tries, are questions which the peeple must 
decide through their chosen representae 
tives. But whatever policy is adopted, {t 
is clear that the necessary legislation 
should be based on an impartial, thor- 
ough and continuous study of the facts.” 


Recommends Parcels Post. 


The adoption of the parcels post is 
again adopted. On this subject President 
Taft says: “With respect to the parcels 
post, I respectfully recommend its adop~ 
tion on all rural delivery routes, and that 
11 ‘pounds—the international limit—be 
made the Jimit of carriage in such post. 
The same argument is made against the 
parcels post that was. made against the 
postal savings bank—that it is introduc- 
ing the government into a business which 
should be coriducted by private persons 
and is paternalism. The Ppostoffice depart- 
ment has a great plant and a great or- 
ganization, reaching into the most remote 
hamlet of the United States, and with 
this machinery it is able to do a great 
many things economically that if a new 
organization were necessary it would be 
impossible to do without extravagant ex- 
penditures."’ . 

Department of Justice. 


Discussing the affairs of the department 
of justice, the president Says: 

“I invite especial attention to the prose- 
cutions under the federal law of the se- 
called ‘bucket shops,’ and of those 
schemes to defraud in which the use of 
the mail is an essential part of the 
fraudulent conspiracy, prosecutions which 
have saved ignorant and weak members 
of the public and are saving them hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. The viola- 
tions of the anti-trust law present per- 
haps the most important litigation before 
the department, and the number of cases 


filed shows the activity of the govern- 


ment in enforcing that statute. 

“In @ special message last year [I 
brought to the attention of congress the 
propriety and wisdom of enacting a gen- 
eral law providing for the incorporation 
of industrial and other companies engaged 
in interstate commerce, and I renew my 
recommendation in that behalf.” 

The crying need in the United States 
of cheapening the cost of litigation by 
simplifying judicial procedure and ex- 
pediting final judgment is pointed-aut and 
action looking to correction of these evils 
is urged. : ; 

The president recommends an increase 
in the salaries of federal judges. 

Postal Affairs. 

In regard to postal matters the presi- 
dent points with pride to its present effi- 
cient management and the recent. reduc- 
tion in the deficit. The present unre- 
Stricted franking privilege comes in for 
comment with a suggestion for the adop- 
tion of better methods for its regulation. 


Abolish Navy Yards. 


The president calls attention to certain 
reforms urged by the secretary of the 
navy which he recommends for adoption, 
and continues: 

“The secretary of the navy has given 
Personal examination to every navy yard, 
and has studied the uses of the navy 
yards with reference to: the necessities 
of our fleet. With a fleet considerably 
less than half the size of that of the 
British navy, we have shipyards more 
than double the number, and ‘there are 
several of these shipyards: expensively 
equipped with modern mchinery, which, , 
‘after investigation the secretary of the 
navy believes to be entirely useless for 
naval purposes. He asks authority to 
abandon certain of them and to move 
their machinery to other places, where it 
can be made of use.” 

Speaking of our foreign relations the 
President. says: “During the past year 
the foreign relations of the United States 
have continued upon a basis of friendship 
and good understanding. ‘ 

“The year has been notable as witness- 
ing the pacific settlement of two impor- 
tant ‘international controversies before the 
permanent court of The Hague.

State of Aldoama, Chilton County— 
In the Circuit Court of. Chilton 
County, Fal Term, 1910. 

To the Hon..W. WrPearson, Judge 
the 15th Judicial Circuit. 

We, the Grand Jury, regularly em- 
panneled’ and sworn for the Fall 
Term, 1910, of the Circuit Court of 
Chilton county, Alabama, beg leave 
to make the following report: 

We have investigated fifty-eight al- 
leged violations of the law, examined 
160 «witnesses and returned twenty<- 
nite true bills. 

We are-glad to report that gencrai 
lawlessness seems to be on the de 
crease. The prohibition laws, seem 
so far as we-can gather, to be vio- 
lated generally;- but, we are unable 
to get such evidence as will warrant 
indictments. 

The general condition of the public 
roads is about as usual,, however, 
there are instances in which the over- 
seers seem to have been derelict, and 
have failed to work them in the man- 
ner needed or to~have the time put 
upon the roads which the law re-) 
quires. . 

Wherever the evidence warranted 
we have returned indictments agairist 
such overseers who have. failed in 
their duty. 

We have inspected the jail and find 
the same in a clean and sanitary cgn- 
dition. However, we do not think 
the bedding in the jail is: as clean: as 
it should be, in fact we saw a mat- 
tress which was filthy in the extreme, 
merely a bunch of dirty. rags and 
Straw. 

We insist that: eh sheriff supply 
the jail with such bedding as. may jbe 

needed for. the comfort of the pri- 
soners, at once, and present the it! 
for the same to the commissioners’ 
court. 

We Have investigated the book of 
the several county officers, as reqtir- 
ed by law, and so far as we have 
been able. to determine, all are ¢or- 
rectly kept and the balances qn hgnd: 
are such as they should be, 

AH the officers were extremiely 
courteous and gave us such assist- 
ance as was requested. 

A committee of the grand jury 
visited the’ Poor House’ and report 
that they found the poor bi the coun- 
ty amply and comfortably provided 
for, and that the inmates of the same 
expressed temselves*as being as con-- 
tented and as’ happy. as their condi- 
tion would permit—that they were 
well fed and humanely treated. There 
are in. the poor ‘house eleven irfmates, 
eight females: and three males—all 
white. 

We have __ investigated 
against all unindicted parties confin- 
ed in the jail; and have returned in- 
dictments against all of them except 
James Bishop, charged with arson. 
There being no indictment foun? 
against him. we recommend ‘his -dis- 
charge or release from: jail. 

As to. the condition of the countv 
property we beg-to' ‘say that -all the 
property seems to be in good: ‘eondi- 
tion except the basement of the. jail. 

We find that»there.. are ‘severa’ 
lights out of the windows in the base- 
ment and some of the: wood work

Savannah Tabby Sent to New 
York for Treatment. 


Animal, Owned by Druggist, Contracts 
Morphine Habit in Store and 
Seeks Bottle Where Opiate 
Ie Kept. 


New: York.—When the Savannah 
Line steamship City of Montgomery 
arrived here the other day from Sa- 
vannah, Ga., she brought a mdst re- 
markable passenger to New York in 
the .shape of a valuable Persian cat 
that has been credited in the dis 
patches from Savannah as being a 
confirmed morphine fiend. : 

The Persian cat is the property of a 
druggist in Savannah named Rollin- 
sky, a man prominent in the southern 
city, and he sent his pet Persian to. 
New York for treatment by specialists 
in the hope that the cat may be cured 
of the morphine habit. F 


Some months ago the cat sniffed at 
some morphine, powdered, that. was 
being used in a prescription in Mr. 
Rollinsky’s -pharmacy. The animal 
acted. peculiarly after that, and was 
constantly on the shelf on which the 
brownish bottle containing the drug 
stood. Several times Mr. Rollinsky 
found the morphine bottle open with 
the powder scattered about, and each 
time the cat acted in the same manner 
that a human being acts when under 
the influence of the opiate. 

The morphine-stricken feline was 
taken on board the ‘Savannah liner by 
Mr. Heaton, the druggist’s assistant, 
and placed in a room on the City of 
Montgomery. There were many per- 
sons on the pier at Savannah to see 
the cat leave for New York, for tab- 
by’s fame had spread throughout the 
southern city, and it was considered 
very much of a local celebrity. 

No provision had been made for 
morphine on board the the steamship, 
and the cat, frenzied bécause of the; 
absence of the drug, made its escape 
from the cabin in which it had been 
placed and leaped overboard into the 
Savannah river. There was a thrilling 
rescue, and the Persian tabby was 
placed again in the room that had 
been reserved for it and for Mr. Hea- 
ton after much correspondence with 
the Savannah line officials, and se~ 
curely locked up. -

ance of the drug, and this was con- 
firmed upon: the arrival of the City 
of Montgomery, when the cat was 
taken, in fairly good shape, to a cat

The is- 
land is .a convict station of the Brazilian government, about three-fourths 
out of a population of 3,000 being convicts. Females are prohibited from 
landing’ there. It is a broken, picturesque volcanic rock in mid-ocean, cov- 
ered with verdure, including trees of some size, and the top of the main 


. island is covered with small farms. ‘

The crew of a cable-repairing ship 
working in the Pacific recently 
brought back a remarkable story of 
a whale. thts ; 

The vessel in question had been 
sent north along the coast of Alaska 
to repair the cable, because during the 
last winter difficulty’ had been. experi- 
enced in sending and receiving mes- 
sages. The ship picked up the cable 
connecting Valdez and. Sitka, in Cass 
Inlet, not far from Sitka. ‘The crew 
never had such a time hauling a cable 
on board as they did that day on the 
the Alaska coast.

Article on Juvenile Courts. | 


Munich Prosecutor Finds Less Than | 


500 Youthful Offenses in One 
Year Among More Than 
"600,000 People. 


New York.—States Attorney Rup- 
precht of Munich, Bavaria, has writ- 
ten: an article.for the Munchener Me- 
dizinische Wochenschrift on juventle 
courts and the study of the juvenile 
delinquent as the result of his expe- 
riences as a practitioner in the chil- 
dren’s court in Munich, concerning 
which the Medical Pecord says: 

“One result of the establishment of 
children’s courts :hould be a more in- 
telligent study of the juvenile delin- 
quent. The bey criminal! differs radic- 
ally from the girl offender. Youthful 
offenders differ from adults. The chil- 
dren also differ, as to the relative fre- 
quency of offenses, according as they 
dwell in agricultural, manufacturing. 
or commercial communities. 

“In that city (Munich) the chil- 
dren’s court takes cognizance of all 
offenders between the ages of thir- 
teen and eighteen, inclusive. The lad 
or girl of healthy stock must at this 
period be regarded as potentially a 
criminal, because character and will 
are undeveloped, and experience has 
not yet had its innings. Such must 
not be confounded with defectives. 

“Munich has but a small contingent 
of youthful criminals. In a population 
of nearly 600,060 there are less than 
five hundred serious offenses & year 
committed by juveniles. Petty of- 
fenses multiply this five fold, but with 
these we are not concerned. 

“Theft is the great offense of youth. 
It overshadows all others so far that 
the latter appear almost freakish. The 
boy steals in an unpremeditated fash- 
ion, while the ‘girl has a plan: Boys 


‘tend to steal ‘junk’—not to sell, but 


for making playthings. Girls tend to 
appropriate cosmetic articles. 

“we have heard much as to moving 
picture shows tempting boys to pat- 
tern after burglars and highwaymen. 
This theoretical position may be quite 
offset by the actual knowledge that in 
Munich boys steal to be able to visit 
these entertainments, which, for all 
we know, may be highly moral. The 
temptation is so strong that even a 
‘good’ boy may pilfer the price-of the 
entertainment. He will do as much to 
get hold of a Nick Carter or Sherlock 
Holmes story. 

“The boys in Munich also steal in 
connection with deep laid plans for 
visiting the frontier and fighting sav- 
ages. But the Bavarian youth must 
be much more long headed than the 
Anglo-Saxon in this respect, for he 
usually steals a horse and firearms be- 
fore sallying forth. He robs the fam- 
ily strong box for the sinews of war. 

“Girls sometimes steal to make a 
present to a favorite school teacher. 
One took the flowers off a grave for 
this -purpose. 

“When caught in the act of a theft 
a boy usually confesses, repents and 
refuses to betray his associates. A 
girl lies until the last minute, and 
then endeavors to throw the blame on 
some one else. Boys almost always 
rob in bands; girls usually act alone. 

“A boy seldom robs his employer, 
but some outsider; the reverse is the 
case with girls, who, since they pilfer 
cosmetics, adornments, etc., must al- 
most necessarily rob their mistresses. 

“The chief value of Rupprecht’s 
study is that it deals with normal 
subjects, the policies advisable in 
dealing with whom have hitherto re- 
ceived comparatively little attention.”

Much Money Lost Through Care- 
lessness in Using Coins. 


Jewelers Gullty Every Day of Commit- 
ting Criminal Offense in Filing 
One Side of Coin Smooth— | 
‘Other Offenses. 


Ch —Thousands of dollars are 
lost yearly by big firms through ig- 
norance or carelessness in observing 
the federal laws governing abuse of 
coins. 

Just lately in Chicago a piano com- 
pany came to grief in this way. Had 
they asked the proper a thorities (the 
information would have been furnish- 
ed gratis) or had they looked up the 
law they would have found in Section 
165, public act No. 350, these words: 

“Whoever fraudulently, by any art, 
way or means shall deface, mutilate, 
impair, diminish, falsify or lighten 
‘| | ‘the gold or silver coins which 
‘have been or which may hereafter be 
coined in the mint of the United 
States . shall be fined not more 
than $2,000 and. imprisonment of not 
more than five years.” 

Much trouble and expense — would 
have been saved the firm and the gov- 
ernment had the law only been read.

The firm had no desire to defraud 


the public. But unscrupulous people 
who had access to them did. Several 
waiters at a summer park lost money 
by accepting the advertisement for 
real money, chewing gum machines 
were filled with them and at last the 
secret sérvice learned how matters 
were <nd began an investigation. 

There were 150,000 of the metals 
confiscated. Some stray ones, how- 
ever, were in circulation and it took 
almost a year to “hunt them down.” 

Jewelers are guilty every day of 
committing a criminal offense. Every 
day some one of them lays himself 
liable to the law. According to the or- 
dinance quoted above, to mutilate 
money is an offense: in the eyes of 
the law. Jewelers file one side of a 
coin smooth and monogram it. The 
other side is. perfectly good. Pins, 
bracelets, lockets and numerous other 
things are made. The owner never 
means to use the article for money. 
But some one gets hold of the pin or 
locket. He thinks the money would 
be more useful and so passes the coin 
with the pin or ring pulled off and the 
good side up. > 

To “change the complexion” of’ a 
coin also is an offense. That means 
to dip silver in gold. Only a few days 
ago a “lot” of shirt sets were confis- 
cated and sent to Washington. The 
sets were made of Panama halfpen- 
nies gilded.

Nothing is more difficult to the 
amateur milliner than the facing of a 
hat—and nowadays every hat is faced, 
usually with silk or satin. A few 
words on the subject will not, there- 
fore, come amiss. 

Cut from tissue paper a pattern that 
is rather larger than your required 
size, and fold and crease it until it ex- 
actly fits the hat brim.

SLINGING RED HOT RIVETS 


Daily Show In Skyscraper That Is Be- 
Ing Erected Attracts Crowds In 
New York. 

At the northwest corner of Broad- 
way and Reads street, New York, they 
are erecting a new skyscraper. The 
ironworkers who are putting up the 
steel framework give a 
every day to people on Broadway by 
slinging red hot rivets. , 

The rivets are red hot when the 
slingers throw them and they can 
easily be followed by the eye, even 
though the fronworkers. are working 
five or six stories in the air. The men 
who tend the furnace and heat the 
rivets have to keep moving lively to 
keep the riveters supplied with rivets. 
As soon as a rivet is red hot one of 
the furnace tenders removes it with a 
pair of long handled tongs. With a 
quick -underhand sling he sends it 
flying through the air to another iron- 
worker 26.or 30 feet away; . who 
catches it in a‘small keg. Then the 
receiver takes the rivet out with a 
pair of tongs and passes it over to the 
fronworker, who hammers it into 
place with the compressed air riveter. 

From constant practise the men who 
sling the rivets able to throw them 
from any position or to any reasonable 
distance or height without missing. 
They cannot afford to miss or the red 
hot rivets might drop dewn on-some- 
body’s head. It requires skill to sling 
the rivets. The man on the receiving 
end must be quick too if he wants to 
catch the rivets and he must have 
his nerve with him all the time, for 
usually he ts sitting astride a steel 
beam perhaps 100 feet the

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ASHINGTON.—How many Amer- 

icans realize the huge bulk of 
the population:of their country, in the 
game sense that coal is heavy or the 
hay crop is immense in cubic feet? 
Just as a matter of physical bigness, 
this is a great nation, not in posses- 
sions but in people. 

If all of? the inhabitants of the 

United States, grownups and children, 
were to lie down in a long line, one 
person’s head touching the feet of the 
one in front, there would be about 
75,000 miles of such a human chain. 
. If every American stood up to be 
counted, in a long row of men, 
women and children, even if they 
stood so close together that they oc- 
eupied only a foot and a half apiece, 
the file would be more than 25,000 
miles long. It would girdlé the earth 
at the equator. 

Averaging the 93,000,000 people in 
the United States. young and old, 
adults and babies, at 100 pounds 
apiece, the American nation weighs 
4,500,000 tons. That is enough to load 
1,000 good-sized steamships with hu- 
man freight, if it were piled in like 
coal or grain, with no regard what- 
ever for space ofr air. 

If the 93,000,000 Americans, babies 
included, drink, on the average, a pint 
of some liquid every day, which is an 
extremely modest estimate, the peo- 
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HAT the United States army ‘is in- 

ferior in military organization to 
the armies of every other large nation 
of the world is the sentiment of H. Lee 
Clotworthy, military expert, associate 
editor of the United States Infantry 
Journal, and formerly a captain in the 


- army. He asserts that Uncle Sam’s 
military department is inefficient as a 
fighting machine, and that any one of 
the big powers—notably Japan—could 
“whip the daylights out of us without 

hy half trying.” 

“There are 30 regiments of infantry 
in the army,” he says, “but hardly any 
one of them has been mobilized to- 
gether in order to give the men the 
proper training. They are scattered 
all over the coumiry at various need- 
tess military posts. Consequently, both 
officers and men suffer for lack of ade- 
quate drill, and would be absolutely 
unprepared to fight an army of real 
soldiers.

military posts. Of course, it is neces- 
sary to keep men in the Philippines 
and Alaska, but- not in small towns. 
The: latter type—known to military 
men as ‘hitching posts’—were estab- 
lished years ago and small towns have 
grown. up around them. 

“These posts also are one of the 
principal” causes of desertion. A -re- 
cruit enlists because of visions about 
how grand it is to be a soldier. On 
arriving at some post, however, he 
finds he must be a carpenter, a garden- 
er, or a telephone operator. At some 
stations half of the men are employed 
in this way rather than occupying 
their time in learning to. be soldiers. 

“Instead of useless military posts, 
the army should be divided into large 
divisions, located at large » central 
points. There are only 3,000 infantry- 
men along the Pacific coast, where the 
present. situation demands that a 
strong force be concentrated. 

“If the’ trouble in Mexico, on our 
own frontier, had necessitated our 
men getting into action, we could not 
mobilize a full division there within 
a month. Even Mexico could teach us 
a severe lesson, 

“The war department, however—has 
recognized the inefficiency of the army, 
and is taking steps to make: it the in- 
stitution our navy is getting to be.”

If the economic value of the lives 
saved by lowering the death rate in 
the United States—the results of bet- 
ter and more careful living—is placed 
at no more than an average of $1,000 
apiece, the effect of cutting down the 
mortality 81,000 in a year is much 
the same as preventing the waste of 
$81,000,000 dealing with this great 
economy in human life on the hardest 
and narrowest industrial and 
mercial basis. 


The gradual change for the “better 
in respect to saving life and warding 
off death is not confined to the United 
States. It is going one oree coun-: 
tries, also Throughout the civilized 
world, there is a general change for 
the better in thé conditions of liv- 
ing and in the chances for life itself. 
The conservation of human life is one 
of the great interests and one of the 
best signs of the times.

im the last two years will aggregate 
fully $2,500,000, bringing ‘the total 
of, official, appropriations for . tubercu- 
losis hospitals up to over $6,000,000 
in the past two years. ‘ 

In spite, however, of this good show- 
ing, the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
states that not one-tenth of the pub- 
lic provision for tuberculosis that is 
needed has been made. More than 
250,000 tuberculosis patients are con- 
stantly without proper institutional 
treatment,

ASHINGTON.—Census facts, tre- 
mendous’as they are, fall short, 


as an appeal to the imagination, of 
the possibilities which they suggest 


and clearly point out. What is, how- 
ever, vast, is dwarfed by what may 
be. 

The three southern statés of New 
England—Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island—are found to have | 
a little more than 5,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. They do not seem to be near 
their limit of growth. The area of 
these three states is only 14,555 
square miles. It is equal to less than 
one-half of one per cent. of the area 
of the United States, not including 
Alaska or the island possessions of 
the republic. 

If the entire country were popu- 
lated as Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island are, there would be 
more than 1,000,000,000 people in the 
United States—about two-thirds as 
many as there are on the earth. 

It is true that Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island do not 
produce food enough for more than a 
eomparatively small part of their 
population, but it is also clear, from 


N several of the departments of the 
_ government young women are prov- 
ing more efficient than young men. In 
the treasury, in particular, they excel 
in many lines of work. Here is a 
story in point: Not long ago United 
States Treasurer McClung received a 
fetter from the Royal Bank. of Can- 
ada telling about a fire that had ta- 
ken place in one of ‘its branch offices 
in Cuba. The fire had destroyed, or 
almost destroyed, so the letter re- 
lated, a large sum of money in Amer- 
jean bank notes which were in the 
safe in the bank.

conditions existing in Europe, that 
an equal area, more fertile and til 
able, might do so. 


Belgium is smaller than the three 
southern states of New England, and 
its population is at least 2,000,000 
larger, and Belgium comes near 
enough balancing its imports of food 
by its exports to prove that -it feeds 
more than 5,000,000 ‘of its people. 

France is much less heavily pope 
lated, but the French rate, in propor- 
tion to the area of the country, would 
make the inhabitants of the United 
States number not less than 550,000,- 
000, and France almost feeds its own 
people. If isolated from the outside 
world they could all be kept in com- 
fort, as far as footi goes. 

It is not necessary to make com- 
parisons with crowded countries of 
Europe or with the most densely 
populated: parts of the’ United States 
to discover in the census returns re 
markable evidence of the possibili- 
ties of growth which almost daze 
thoughtful Americans. 

From whatever point of view the 
census returns ate studied, in the 
light of old world conditions and 
some demonstrations. of the possi- 
bilities of population and production 
in this country, the future is rich in 
overwhelming visions of American 
greatness. The more the facts of to’ 
day are looked into and weighed, the 
more impressive they become as in- 
dications of the growth and progres 
of the future.

The officers of the Royal Bank of 
Canada declared their willingness to 
pay the salary and expenses of the 
government expert who should be sent 
down. Miss Elizabeth Smith, who 
was selected to go, did not wish to 
make the trip alone and the bank 
also agreed to pay the expenses of 
her sister. . 

So the two young women set sail for 
Cuba.
